Permitting Students Completing Approved Career-Related Work-Study Programs 
To Be Appointed to Career or Career-Conditional Positions in the Competitive 
Service 

By virtue of the authorit) vested in me by Sections 3301 and 3302 of Title 5 of 
the United States Code, and as President of the United States of America, it is hereby 
ordered as follows: 

Section 1. As used in torder “career-related work-study programs are those 
programs established by the United States Civil Service Commission which provide 
for a formally-arranged schedule of periods of attendance at an accredited school 
combined with periods of career-related work in a Federal agency under a Schedule B 
appointment. 

Sec. 2. The appointment of a student to a position in a career-related work-study 
program may be converted noncompetitively to a career or career-conditional appoint¬ 
ment if the student: 

(a) has completed within the preceding 120 days an educational program that 
meets the provisions established by the Civil Service Commission; 

(b) has satisfied all course requirements leading to completion of die related 
curriculum at an accredited school; 

(c) is recommended for such an appointment by the employing agency in which 
the career-related work was performed; and, 

(d) satisfies such other requirements and conditions as the Civil Service Com¬ 
mission may prescribe for career or career-conditional appointment of an individual 
in career-related work-study programs. 

Sec. 3. The Civil Service Commission shall prescribe such regulations as it deems 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this order and to provide for the continuation of 
planning, implementation and evaluation of employment programs for students 
throughout die Government. These regulations shall provide for the periodic evalua¬ 
tion of die work of each student and require that each student’s continuation in the 
program shall be dependent upon a finding of satisfactory performance. 

Sec. 4. Executive Order No. 11813 of October 7. 1974, is hereby revoked.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION 2 
Background 

On August 26,1977, the Department of 
Agriculture issued a notice of proposed 
rulemaking concerning the removal of 
Augusta, Ga., from the designated list 
of bona fide spot cotton markets. The 
U.S. Cotton Futures Act requires the 
Secretary of Agriculture to designate 
cotton markets which may be used by 
the New York Cotton Exchange to es¬ 
tablish settlement differences (premiums 
and discounts). These differences are 
used for cotton delivered on futures con¬ 
tracts whenever the quality delivered 
deviates from the base quality. The Act 
directs the Secretary to designate only 
those markets in which spot cotton is 
sold in sufficient volume and under such 
conditions that accurately reflect the 
value of grades for which standards have 
been established by the Secretary. There 
are 10 markets so designated by the 
Secretary at the present time. Prices 
from only eight of these markets are 
used for New York Cotton Exchange 
futures settlement purposes. The Au¬ 
gusta and Fresno, Calif., markets are not 
used in establishing settlement differ¬ 
ences. 


Discussion of Comments 

A total of 21 comments were received. 
This total includes comments addressed 
to the President, the Secretary and other 
officials of the Department, Members of 
Congress, a Governor of a State, and a 
Commissioner of a State Department of 
Agriculture. Multiple comments were re¬ 
ceived from three sources. 

All but two comments opposed the re¬ 
moval of Augusta from the list of bona 
fide spot cotton markets. One comment 
requested the Department to consider a 
1 -year postponement of the proposed ac¬ 
tion. One comment agreed with the re¬ 
moval of Augusta provided that the De¬ 
partment consider the designation of a 
replacement market. 

The major objections are discussed 
below: 

Several comm enters felt that the re¬ 
moval of Augusta would result in a loss 
of price information to producers. The 
Department, through its cotton market 
news service, is responsible for providing 
price information to producers across the 
Cotton Belt. The decision to delay this 
action until August 1, 1978, to coincide 
with the end of the current marketing 
season will provide the Department time 
to develop additional market news con¬ 
tacts in Georgia and surrounding areas. 
Currently, the Department provides 
Georgia and Southeastern cotton farm¬ 
ers with the latest cotton prices through 
a daily telephone tape service and 
weekly press releases from the Macon, 
Ga., Classing and Market News Office. 
Regional and national printed reports 
are available from the Department’s 
market news office in Memphis, Tenn. 
This market news information is also 
widely disseminated by the news media. 

Some comments suggested that pro¬ 
ducers receive higher prices at Augusta 
because it is a designated spot cotton 
market. Augusta prices are normally 
higher than other areas to the West be¬ 
cause of the proximity of Augusta to the 
domestic textile mills and resulting lower 
freight rates. The removal of the Au¬ 
gusta market should have no effect on 
the level of prices received by growers in 
the Augusta area relative to prices re¬ 
ceived by growers elsewhere In the Cot¬ 
ton Belt. 

One comment suggested the designa¬ 
tion of a replacement market for Au¬ 
gusta. This was not adopted because the 
Department is not aware of any other 
Southeastern market that would meet 
the criteria for a bona fide spot market. 
However, the Department is willing to 
discuss any proposal to provide addi¬ 
tional market coverage in the South¬ 
eastern States. 


Reasons for Action Taken 

After careful study and evaluation, the 
Department has decided that Augusta 
shall be removed from the designated 
list of bona fide spot cotton markets ef¬ 
fective August 1, 1978, for the following 
reasons: 

1. The importance of Augusta as a cot¬ 
ton market has declined in recent years. 
There are only four active marketing 
firms in Augusta and representatives 
from only two of these actively partici¬ 
pate in price quotations work in the mar¬ 
ket. Spot purchases reported by the 
Augusta Cotton Exchange accounted for 
less than one percent of total purchases 
during the past five years in all bona 
fide spot markets. 

2. The removal of Augusta as a bona 
fide spot market was one of the recom¬ 
mendations made by the National Cotton 
Marketing Study Committee in August 
1975. This committee was appointed from 
industry and government by the Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture to study and appraise 
the U.S. cotton marketing system and 
related foreign trade problems. 

3. Augusta has not been used as a set¬ 
tlement market for cotton futures pur¬ 
poses since 1968. 

§ 27.93 [Amended] 

Accor dingly, § 27.93 of the regulations 
(7 CFR 27.93) governing cotton classifi¬ 
cation under cotton futures legislation is 
amended by deleting Augusta, Ga., from 
the list of bona fide spot cotton markets, 
effective August 1, 1978.

Findings and Determinations 

The following findings and determina¬ 
tions supplement those that were made 
when the order was first issued and when 
it was amended. The previous findings 
and determinations are hereby ratified 
and confirmed, except where they may 
conflict with those set forth below. 

(a) Findings. A public hearing was 
held upon certain proposed amendments 
to the tentative marketing agreement 
and to the order regulating the handling 
of milk in the Indiana marketing* area. 
The hearing was held pursuant to the 
provisions of the Agricultural Marketing 
Agreement Act of 1937, as amended (7 
U.S.C. 601 et seq.), and the applicable 
rules of practice and procedure (7 CFR 
Part 900). 

Upon the basis of the evidence intro¬ 
duced at such hearing and the record 
thereof, it is found that: 

(1) The said order as hereby amended, 
and all of the terms and conditions there¬ 
of, will tend to effectuate the declared 
policy of the Act; 

(2) The parity prices of milk, as de¬ 
termined pursuant to section 2 of the 
Act, are not reasonable in view of the 
price of feeds, available supplies of feeds, 
and other economic conditions which af¬ 
fect market supply and demand for milk 
in the said marketing area, and the mini¬ 
mum prices specified in the order as 
hereby amended, are such prices as will 
reflect the aforesaid factors, insure a suf¬ 
ficient quantity of pure and wholesome 
milk, and be in the public interest; 

(3) The said order as hereby amended 
regulates the handling of milk in the 
same manner as, and is applicable only 
to persons in the respective classes of 
industrial or commercial activity speci¬ 
fied in, a marketing agreement upon 
which a hearing has been held; 

(4) All milk and milk products handled 
by handlers, as defined in the order as 
hereby amended, are in the current of 
interstate commerce or directly burden, 
obstruct, or affect interstate commerce 
in milk or its products; and 

(5) It is hereby found that the neces¬ 
sary expense of the market administra¬ 
tor for the maintenance and function¬ 


ing of such agency will require the pay¬ 
ment by each handler, as his pro rata 
share of such expense, 4 cents per hun¬ 
dredweight or such lesser amount as 
the Secretary may prescribe, with re¬ 
spect to milk specified in § 1049.85. 

(b> Additional findings. It is neces¬ 
sary in the public interest to make this 
order amending the order effective not 
later than November 1, 1977. Any delay 
beyond that date would tend to disrupt 
the orderly marketing of milk in the 
marketing area. 

The provisions of this order are known 
to handlers. The recommended decision 
of the Deputy Administrator, Program 
Operations, was issued September 6 , 
1977, and the decision of the Assistant 
Secretary containing all amendment 
provisions of this order was issued Oc¬ 
tober 4. 1977. The changes effected by 
this order will not require extensive 
preparation or substantial alteration in 
method of operation for handlers. In 
view of the foregoing, it is hereby found 
and determined that good cause exists 
for making this order amending the 
order effective November 1, 1977, and 
that it would be contrary to the public 
interest to delay the effective date of 
this amendment for 30 days after its 
publication in the Federal Register.

(c) Determinations. It is hereby de¬ 
termined that: 

(1) The refusal or failure of handlers 
(excluding cooperative associations spec¬ 
ified in Sec. 8 c (9) of the Act) of more 
than 50 percent of the milk, which is 
marketed within the marketing area, to 
sign a proposed marketing agreement, 
tends to prevent the effectuation of the 
declared policy of the Act; 

(2) The issuance of this order, amend¬ 
ing the order, is the only practical means 
pursuant to the declared policy of the 
Act of advancing the interests of pro¬ 
ducers as defined in the order as hereby 
amended; and 

(3) The issuance of the order amend¬ 
ing the order is approved or favored by 
at least two-thirds of the producers who 
during the determined representative 
period were engaged in the production 
of milk for sale in the marketing area. 

Order Relative to Handling 

It is therefore ordered , That on and

On February 24, 1977, the Commission 
published a notice of filing of petition for 
rulemaking, PRM-2-4. The petition filed 
by Ms. Karen J. Husemeyer requested the 
Commission to amend the Commission’s 
“Rules of Practice,” 10 CFR Part 2 by 
addition of the following: 

Petitions for rule changes having received 
a docket number will be reviewed annuaUy. 
The status of proposed rule changes will 
be made a part of a yearly administrative 
report subject to public review. This report 
will Include, but not be limited to, the 
reasons why the proposed rule change has 
not been acted upon. 

Only one comment was received in 
reference to the notice of filing of peti¬ 
tion for rulemaking. The commenter op¬ 
posed the granting of the petition upon 
the basis that there are several means 
by which a person can learn of the status 
of petitions. It is the view of the Com¬ 
mission, however, that although licensees 
may be informed by these means there 
is no assurance that members of the 
public will be informed as a result of 
Federal Register notices, public an¬ 
nouncements, etc. Further, this in¬ 
formation has not been available to the 
public in summary form. Accordingly, the 
Commission is amending 10 CFR 2.802 
to include a provision that the Direc¬ 
tor, Division of Rules and Records, 
Office of Administration, or his designee, 
will prepare on a quarterly basis a sum¬ 
mary of petitions for rulemaking pend¬ 
ing before the Commission, including the 
status thereof, and a copy of the report 
will be available for public inspection 
and copying in the Commission’s Public 
Document Room. 

The first quarterly summary of peti¬ 
tions for rulemaking will be prepared as 
of December 31, 1977, and will be placed 
in the Public Document Room promptly 
upon its preparation. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 

Because this amendment relates solely 
to matters of agency management and 
procedure, notice of proposed rulemaking 
and public procedure thereon are not re¬ 
quired by section 553 of title 5 of the 
United States Code, and the amendment 
may be made effective upon publication 
in the Federal Register.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
During February 1977, the FAA Great 
Lakes Regional Office, Engineering and 
Manufacturing Branch, was requested to 
conduct a reevaluation of the Bellanca 
Model 7 series airplane certification. In 
April 1977, it was concluded that the 
wing strut would require additional in¬ 
vestigation, either by more detailed ana¬ 
lyses or structural testing. The FAA wit¬ 
nessed a static wing structural test in 
August 1977, that failed the wing front 
lift strut at 157 percent limit load of the 
load condition under investigation. The 
AD, Part I, is needed to provide a margin 
of safety of 172.5 percent (this figure in¬ 
cludes a normal 1.5 factor of safety plus 
1.15 to account for material variability) 
above limit load for the front wing lift 
strut as required by the certification 
basis, Civil Air Regulations Part 4a. Part 
II corrects the airplane maximum posi¬ 
tive load factor placard from 45.2 to 
4-5.0. and adds an additional flight limi¬ 
tation concerning negative G maneuvers. 
The negative G maneuver speed has been 
limited to a maximum of 135 MPH IAS 
since the —2.0 g capability decreases to 
lesser negative load factors at higher 
speeds. This is a characteristic of the 
certification requirements. 

Because this condition exists on air¬ 
planes of the same type design, an air¬ 
worthiness directive is being issued which 
requires either (1) the installation of a 
placard and airspeed instrument mark¬ 
ings to reduce airplane operating speeds, 
or (2) the replacement of both wing front 
lift struts with new struts, Bellanca Part 
No. 5-392. 

Since a situation exists that requires 
the immediate adoption of this regula¬ 
tion, it is found that notice and public 
procedure hereon are impracticable and 
good cause exists for making this amend¬ 
ment effective in less than 30 days. 

In accordance with Departmental Reg¬ 
ulatory Reform, dated March 23, 1976, 
we have determined that the expected 
impact of this final rule is so minimal 
that it does not warrant an evaluation.

Since the revision clarifies a regulation 
and eliminates an ambiguity in interpre¬ 
tation. it is determined that the rule- 
making procedure is unnecessary, im¬ 
practicable, and not in the public inter¬ 
est. Furthermore, because of the need for 
instant implementation of this regula¬ 
tion for the efficient management of the 
refuge system, the Service contends that 
“good cause” exists within the meaning 
of section 553 of the Administrative Pro¬ 
cedure Act to make this regulation effec¬ 
tive upon publication. Nevertheless, it is 
the policy of the Department of the In¬ 
terior, whenever possible, to afford the 
public the opportunity to comment on 
Departmental rulemakings. Accordingly, 
interested persons may submit written 
comments, suggestions, or objections on 
the revision to the Director at the address 
given above at any time. 

Therefore, 8 27.11 is revised to read as 
follows: 

§ 27.11 Purpose of regulations. 

The regulations in this Part 27 govern 
those acts by the public which are pro¬ 
hibited at all times except as permitted in 
this part, Part 26, and Part 25, Subpart 
D—Permits.

Under recent 
Congressional legislation, the Secretary 
of Transportation is directed to provide, 
under certain circumstances, compensa¬ 
tion to air carriers for the cost otf screen¬ 
ing passengers and carry-on baggage.

In order to provide relief to UJS. 
carriers that screen passengers moving 
in foreign air transportation, Congress 
enacted section 24 of Pub. L. 94-353 (49 
U.S.C. 1356a), which became effective 
on July 12, 1976. Paragraph (a) of that 
section provides, in part, as follows: 

The Secretary of Transportation shall com¬ 
pensate any air carrier certificated by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board under section 401 
of the Federal Aviation Act of 1958 which re¬ 
quests such compenstaion for that portion of 
the amount expended by such air carrier for 
security screening facilities and procedures 
as required by section 315(a) of such Act, and 
any regulation Issued pursuant thereto, 
which is attributable to the screening of pas¬ 
sengers moving in foreign air transportation. 

Section 315(a) of the Federal Aviation 
Act provides, in pertinent part, that 
*lT]he Administrator shall prescribe or 


continue in effect reasonable regulations 
requiring that all passengers and all 
property intended to be carried in the 
aircraft cabin in air transportation or 
intrastate air transportation be screened 
by weapon-detecting procedures or 
facilities • • • prior to boarding the 
aircraft for such transportation/' 

Under section 24(c) of Pub. L. 94-353, 
there is authorized to be appropriated out 
of the Airport and Airway Trust Fund 
certain funds to carry out the purpose 
of section 24. These funds are not to ex¬ 
ceed $3,750,000 for the fiscal year 1976 
(including the transition quarter) and 
$3,000,000 per fiscal year for the fiscal 
years 1977 and 1978. 

While section 24 authorizes appropri¬ 
ations to compensate U.S. carriers for 
the cost of screening passengers moving 
In foreign air transportation, it also im¬ 
poses certain limitations on the amount 
of compensation that can be paid. In this 
connection, paragraph (a) provides as 
follows: 

An air carrier shall have any compensa¬ 
tion authorized to be paid It under this sec¬ 
tion reduced by the amount (If any) by 
which the revenue of such carrier which is 
attributable to the cost of security screening 
facilities and procedures used In intrastate, 
interstate and overseas air transportation 
exceeds the actual cost to such carrier of such 
facilities. 

Accordingly, under this provision any 
deficit that a carrier may incur from 
screening passengers moving in foreign 
air transportation must be reduced by 
the profit, if any, obtained from screen¬ 
ing passengers moving in intrastate, in¬ 
terstate, and overseas air transportation. 

Section 24 also provides that the Sec¬ 
retary may issue any regulations that he 
considers necessary to carry out the pur¬ 
pose of that section. Consistent with that 
statutory provision, tins Special Federal 
Aviation Regulation proposes a system of 
audit and review. Without such a system 
the FAA could not determine whether a 
carrier qualifies for compensation or the 
amount of compensation a qualifying 
carrier should receive. 

To establish an effective system, it is 
proposed that an application for com¬ 
pensation be accompanied by a listing 
of amounts expended for, and revenues 
obtained from, the required screening of 
passengers, and their carry-on baggage. 
In this connection, it should be noted 
that “amounts expended” would have to 
be established in accordance with the 
Uniform System of Accounts and Reports 
prescribed by the Civil Aeronautics Board 
(CAB) U4 CFR Part 241). Revenues 
listed by the carrier would have to be 
consistent with the most recent and re¬ 
liable data available. Accordingly, under 
this proposal, applicants would have to 
compute revenues based on recent fare 
increases approved by the CAB and the 
total number of passengers enplaned 
during the fiscal year for which the ap¬ 
plication for compensation is submitted. 
However, if a passenger is enplaned 
more than once during an operation but 
assessed only once for required screen¬ 
ing, the carrier would have to base its 
computations for that operation on one 
enplanement only. Finally, any fare in¬ 


crease obtained for operations in foreign 
air transportation would not be regarded 
as “revenue” unless a portion of that in¬ 
crease is obtained for required passenger 
screening. 

Applications would have to be submit¬ 
ted in triplicate and be accompanied by 
a statement certifying that the applica¬ 
tion and accompanying information are 
correct and complete. All applications 
submitted would be audited by the FAA 
Office of Accounting and Audit before 
payment of compensation. 

If the amount of compensation for 
which earners are eligible exceeds funds 
available for a fiscal year, an equitable 
method of distribution must be used. The 
FAA believes that this can be accom¬ 
plished by compensating eligible carriers 
on a percentage basis. Thus, for example, 
if all carriers were to qualify for six mil¬ 
lion dollars in compensation for one 
fiscal year, and if the amount appropri¬ 
ated for that fiscal year were three mil¬ 
lion dollars, the compensation paid to 
each qualifying carrier would be reduced 
by 50 percent. 

Under this proposal, claims for ex¬ 
penses incurred during fiscal year 1976. 
including the transition quarter, would 
have to be submitted within 60 days after 
the effective date of the amendment 
based on this proposal. Claims for fiscal 
years 1977 and 1978 would have to be sub¬ 
mitted not later than 120 days after the 
close of those fiscal years. 

It is expected that five months will be 
needed after the deadline for submission 
of claims for a fiscal year to complete an 
audit and review of all claims for that 
fiscal year. Since section 24 does not au¬ 
thorize an appropriation of funds beyond 
fiscal year 1978, it is proposed that the 
amendment based on this proposal termi¬ 
nate on June 30, 1979, five months after 
the deadline of January 30,1979. for sub¬ 
mission of claims for fiscal year 1978. 

Finally, it should be noted that the 
funds authorized under section 24 have 
not as yet been appropriated. Compensa¬ 
tion cannot be paid to qualifying carriers 
until funds are appropriated. 

The principal authors of this document 
are Robert P. Jones, Civil Aviation Se¬ 
curity Service, and Danvers E. Long and 
Michael E. Chase, office of the Chief 
Counsel. 

Accordingly, it is proposed to amend 
Part 121 of the Federal Aviation Regula¬ 
tions by including therein a Special Fed¬ 
eral Aviation Regulation to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

SFARr-34 —Compensation For Required Se¬ 
curity Measures in Foreign Air Trans¬ 
portation 

1. Applicability 

2. Application for compensation. 

3. Deadline for submission of application. 

4. Records. 

5. Inspections. 

2. Applicability. This Special Federal Avia¬ 
tion Regulation prescribes rules governing 
the payment of compensation to an air car¬ 
rier, certificated by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board under section 401 of the Federal Avia¬ 
tion Act of 1958 (49 U.S.C. 1371), which re¬ 
quests compensation for the cost of security 
screening facilities and procedures required 
under section 315(a) of that act (49 U.S.C. 
1356(a)), and any regulation issued pursuant 
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thereto, for the screening of passengers, and 
their carry-on baggage, moving in foreign air 
transportation. 

2. Application for compensation, (a) An 
nir carrier that desires to obtain compensa¬ 
tion under this Special Federal Aviation Reg¬ 
ulation shall submit an application in tripli¬ 
cate, that meets the following requirements, 
to Director, Civil Aviation Security Service 
(ACS-1). 800 Independence Avenue SW., 
Washington, D.C 20591: 

(1) The application shall contain a listing. 
In accordance with paragraph (b) of this 
section, of the total dollar amount expended 
at each airport during the period for which 
the application is submitted, for security 
screening facilities and procedures required 
for the screening of passengers, and their 
carry-on baggage, moving in intrastate, inter¬ 
state, and overseas air transportation, and 
a separate listing for foreign air transporta¬ 
tion. Each listing shall include the total dol¬ 
lar amount expended for— 

(1) Equipment; 

(11) Maintenance of equipment; 

(ill) Space facilities; 

(if) Personnel (including law enforcement 
personnel); 

(v) Training of personnel; 

(vi) Supervision of personnel; 

(vii) Gate modifications; 

(viii) Concourse modifications; and 

(ix) Any other required security screening 
facilities and procedures. 

(2) The application shall contain a listing 
of the total revenue obtained, during the 
fiscal year for which the application is sub¬ 
mitted, from required security screening of 
passengers, and their carry-on baggage, mov¬ 
ing in intrastate. Interstate, and overseas air 
transportation, and a separate listing for for¬ 
eign air transportation. Except as provided 
in paragraph (c) of this section, the revenue 
obtained shall be established by multiplying 
the number of passengers enplaned by— 

(i) For operations wholly within the State 
of Hawaii, the sum of 36 cents plus 36 cents 
times each overall percentage fare increase 
approved by the Civil Aeronautics Board 
(CAB) after the applicant Implemented the 
fares in CAB Order 75-8-103 (Docket 25315, 
August 19, 1975). if the Increase is applicable 
at the time the passenger is enplaned; 

(li) For operations from the 48 contiguous 
States to the State of Alaska, the sum of 
62 cents plus 62 cents times each overall 
percentage fare increase approved by the 
CAB after the applicant implemented the 
fares In CAB Order 75-8-103, if ^he Increase 
la applicable at the time the passenger Is en¬ 
planed; 

(ill) For operations wholly within the State 
of Alaska, the sum of 80 cents plus 80 cents 
times each overall percentage fare increase 
approved by the CAB after the applicant Im¬ 
plemented the fares in CAB Order 75-8-103, 
if the increase is applicable at the time the 
passenger Is enplaned; and 

(iv) For operations in intrastate, interstate, 
and overseas air transportation, other than 
those specified in paragraph (a) (3) (i)-(lii) 
of this section, the sum of 41 cents plus 41 
cents times each overall percentage fare in¬ 
crease approved by the CAB after the ap¬ 
plicant Implemented the fares in CAB Order 
75-8-103, if the Increase Is applicable at the 
time the passenger Is enplaned. 

(3) The application shall contain a list¬ 
ing of fare increases, if any, obtained during 
the fiscal year for which the application is 
submitted to cover the cost of the required 
screening of passengers, and their carry-on 
baggage, moving in foreign air transporta¬ 
tion. 


(4) The application shall contain a listing 
of any compensation paid the applicant by 
a foreign government, during the fiscal year 
for which the application is submitted, to 
cover the cost of required security screening 
of passengers. and their carry-on baggage, 
moving In foreign air transportation. 

(5) The application shall contain a state¬ 
ment from an appropriate corporate official 
certifying that the application is correct and 
complete. 

(b) The listing of total dollar amounts ex¬ 
pended under paragraph (a)(1) of this sec¬ 
tion shall be established in accordance with 
the accounting procedures in 14 CFR Part 
241. 

(c) For the purposes of paragraph (a) (2) 
(t)-(iv) of this section, if a passenger is 
enplaned more than once during any opera¬ 
tion described in that paragraph but assessed 
only once for required passenger screening, 
the passenger shall be considered as having 
been enplaned only once. 

3. Deadline for submission of application. 
An air carrier that submits an application 
for compensation under this Special Fed¬ 
eral Aviation Regulation shall submit that 
application not later than— 

(a) (60 days after the effective date of 
the amendment) for the period beginning 
on July 1, 1975, and ending on September 
30, 1976; 

(b) January 30. 1978. for the fiscal year 
1977; and 

(c) January 30. 1979, for the fiscal year 
1978. 

4. Records. An air carrier that submits 
an application for compensation under this 
Special Federal Aviation Regulation shall 
specify in that application— 

(a) The location of the accounting records 
pertaining to expenditures made, and reve¬ 
nues and fare Increases obtained, and com¬ 
pensation paid, as described in section 2(a) 
(l)-(4) of this Special Federal Aviation 
Regulation; and 

(b) The name and telephone number of 
a person authorized to grant the Adminis¬ 
trator access to the accounting records spec¬ 
ified in paragraph (a) of this section. 

5. Inspections. An air carrier that sub¬ 
mits an application for compensation shall 
permit the Administrator to Inspect the ac¬ 
counting records described in section 4(a) 
of this Special Federal Aviation Regulation 
during normal business hours at the office 
where the records are maintained. 

(Sec. 24, Airport and Airway Development 
Act Amendments of 1976 (49 U.S.C. 1356 
(a)); Sec. 1.47(f)(3). Regulations of the 
Office of the Secretary of Transportation (49 
CFR 1.47(f) (3)).)

The ASME Code requirements 
are incorporated by reference into the 
Commission’s rules and regulations in 
10 CFR Part 50. The relief is effective 
as of its date of issuance. 

The relief consists of deleting cer¬ 
tain ASME Code Section XI lnservice 
requirements determined to be imprac¬ 
tical for the facility. 

The request for relief complies with 
the standards and requirements of the 
Atomic Energy Act of 1954. as amended 
(the Act), and the Commission’s rules 
and regulations. The Commission has 
made appropriate findings as required 
by the Act and the Commission's rules 
and regulations in 10 CFR Chapter I, 
which are set forth in the letter grant¬ 
ing relief.

ABNORMAL OCCURRENCE EVENT 
Generic Design Deficiency 

Section 208 of the Energy Reorganiza¬ 
tion Act of 1974. as amended, requires 
the NRC to disseminate information on 
abnormal occurrences (i.e., unscheduled 
incidents or events which the Commis¬ 
sion determines are significant from the 
standpoint of public health and safety).

North Anna Units Nos. 1 and 2. had dis¬ 
covered a deficiency in the design of the 
Containment Recirculation Spray (CRS) 
system pumps for the North Anna facil¬ 
ities. Subsequent discussions with repre¬ 
sentatives of vepco, Duquesne Light Co. 
<DLC>, and Stone & Webster <S. & W.). 
have indicated that this same design de¬ 
ficiency also exists for the Low Head 
Safety Injection (LHSI) system pumps 
and that the deficiency is generic for the 
following Pressurized Water Reactor 
< PWR) facilities with a subatmospheric 
containment design.

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Nature and Probable Consequences .— 
The nature of this abnormal occurrence 
is a design deficiency of the CRS system 
and of the LHSI system. It has been de¬ 
termined that the net positive suction 
head <NPSH>, calculated to be available 
to the pumps of these systems, is insuf¬ 
ficient with respect to the required NPSH 
specified by the pump manufacturer for 
the intended pump operation. 

The net positive suction head is a way 
of defining the pressure at the inlet of a 
pump If this pressure is too low’, some 
of the w ater will turn to steam and the 
pump may not operate correctly. Poten¬ 
tial exists for pump flow to be low and 
for mechanical pump damage. The inlet 
pressure is determined by the pressure 
of the fluid reservoir from which the 
pump gets its water, and by the flow 
through the intervening piping. The ac¬ 
ceptable pressure, and therefore the ac¬ 
ceptable NPSH. is determined by the 
pressure, flow, and temperature of the 
w’ater and by the pump characteristics. 

Both the CRS and LHSI systems are 
engineered safety features whose func¬ 
tions are the mitigation of consequences 
of a postulated loss-of-coolant accident 
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«LOCA), a low probability event. The 
CRS system is designed to remove heat 
from the containment in order to reduce 
the containment pressure to below 
atmospheric pressure within one hour 
after a postulated LOCA. It consists of 
four subsystems, each with 50 percent 
capacity. The pumps take suction from 
the containment sump, with two pumps 
located inside and two pumps located 
outside the containment. The LHSI sys¬ 
tem is designed to inject cold borated 
water into the reactor core. The system 
consists of two 100 percent redundant 
and independent subsystems. Initially* 
the system is connected to the Refueling 
Water Storage Tank (RWST), but is 
switched to the containment sump when 
the RWST reaches a low-low level. 

For each of these systems to satisfy its 
intended safety function, the pumps in 
each system must be capable of provid¬ 
ing the design flow rate under all postu¬ 
lated post-LOCA conditions of contain¬ 
ment pressure and sump water tempera¬ 
ture. Thus, conditions leading to inade¬ 
quate NPSH for the CRS and LHSI 
pumps for extended periods of time could 
affect the capability of these systems to 
perform their intended safety function. 

Cause or Causes .—The design defi¬ 
ciency was determined to exist when a 
reanalysis of the containment pressure 
transient response, which included the 
associated time dependent NPSH avail¬ 
able to the pumps in both the CRS and 
the LHSI systems, was performed by 
Stone & Webster for Vepco. Tins reanaly¬ 
sis used more refined and conservative 
considerations of the overall thermody¬ 
namics model for the containment pres¬ 
sure response, i.e., assumptions that 
minimize the calculated containment 
pressure and maximize the containment 
sump water temperature; thus these as¬ 
sumptions minimize the calculated 
NPSH conversatism in the analysis. Ap¬ 
plication of these assumptions in the re- 
analysis resulted in the new calculated 
result that the available NPSH for these 
pumps would temporarily be less than 
the minimum required NPSH specified 
by the pump manufacturer. This re¬ 
analysis also corrected an error in the 
earlier calculations in the reference 
elevation for the LHSI pumps. 

Action Taken to Prevent Recurrence 

Licensee .—Since North Anna Units 
Nos. 1 and 2 are not yet licensed for op¬ 
eration, the immediate safety concerns 
associated with the discovery of this de¬ 
sign deficiency are related to the con¬ 
tinued safe operation of the affected op¬ 
erating facilities, i.e., Surry Units Nos. 1 
and 2 and Beaver Valley Unit No. 1. 
With respect to North Anna Units Nos. 
1 and 2, these design deficiencies will be 
corrected prior to the issuance of operat¬ 
ing licenses for these facilities. 

In a meeting with the NRC staff on 
August 19, 1977, Vepco and DLC, the 
licensees for Surry Units Nos. 1 and 2 
and Beaver Valley Unit No. 1, provided 
the following information to Justify con¬ 
tinued safe operation of these facilities 
for an interim period, not to extend be¬ 


yond August 24, 1977, during which fur¬ 
ther analyses were to be performed: 

(1) Based on information from the pump 
manufacturer the llcenscee concluded that 
the CRS system pumps would continue to 
operate reliably at the calculated minimum 
available NPSH, however, at reduced flow and 
in a ca vita ting mode; 

(2) All four CRS system pumps in each 
plant had been determined to be operable 
based on recent tests; they were not to be 
removed from service during the interim 
period; 

(3) Considering four pumps to be operable 
but at a reduced flow, the containment would 
depressurize in less than one hour following 
a postulated LOCA, thereby meeting the orig¬ 
inal design requirements; and 

(4) The probability of occurrence of a 
LOCA requiring the operation of the CRS 
system was determined to be very small dur¬ 
ing the Interim period of only 5 days. 

On the basis of this clarifying informa¬ 
tion the NRC staff found that continued 
operation of Surry Units Nos. 1 and 2 
and Beaver Valley Unit No. 1 was ac¬ 
ceptable on an interim basis. 

On August 24, 1977, Beaver Valley 
Unit No. 1 was shat down for a main¬ 
tenance outage. DLC. in a letter to the 
NRC dated August 25, 1977, committed 
to provide additional information, in¬ 
cluding appropriate interim design mod¬ 
ifications, related to the resolution of this 
design deficiency prior to start-up of 
their facility. DLC further committed 
that operation of Beaver Valley Unit 
No. 1 would not be resumed until the 
acceptability of the interim modifica¬ 
tions has been approved by the NRC 
staff. 

On August 24,-1977, Vepco provided ad¬ 
ditional clarifying information regard¬ 
ing the operation of the CRS system 
pumps at the Surry Station. Based on 
tests performed on a North Anna Unit 
No. 2 CRS system pump, which is the 
same model as those installed at the 
Surry Station, the minimum NPSH re¬ 
quired to assure satisfactory pump op¬ 
eration without cavitation was deter¬ 
mined. For the design flow rate of 3,300 
gpm used in the containment depres¬ 
surization analysis, the NPSH actually 
required as measured is approximately 
10.2 feet compared with the 15.0 feet 
specified by the pump manufacturer. 
These tests also demonstrated that these 
pumps can be operated in the cavitating 
mode, though at a reduced flow rate, for 
at least 30 minutes without sustaining 
damage. 

Based on this additional information. 
Vepco proposed to make the following 
changes in the design and in the op¬ 
eration of the CRS system in the Surry 
units in order to satisfy the intended 
safety function of the system: 

(1) Installation of flow-llmltlng orifices In 
the discharge lines of the two CRS system 
pumps located outside containment. These 
orifices would reduce the flow from 3,300 
gpm to 2,000 gpm and would reduce the re¬ 
quired NPSH to 6.4 feet compared with a 
calculated available NPSH of 7.3 feet. Con¬ 
sequently, the associated flow reduction as¬ 
sures continued pump operation without 
cavitation. With this reduced flow rate of 
2.000 gpm for the outside CRS pumps, and 


assuming the most limiting single failure, 
i.e., the loss of a diesel generator and con¬ 
sequently one train of Inside and outside 
CRS pumps, the remaining two CRS pumps 
would be capable of delivering a total re¬ 
circulation flow of at least 5,000 gpm. which 
is satisfactory. 

(2) The CRS system pumps located In¬ 
side containment would be required to op¬ 
erate in a cavitating mode only for a limited 
time (from 700 seconds to 2,100 seconds 
after a postulated LOCA) and at a reduced 
flow rate of 3,000 gpm. At all other times, 
the calculated available NPSH to these 
pumps would be greater than the NPSH 
required to preclude cavitation for a flow rate 
of 3,300 gpm. 

(3) In addition, limits on certain operating 
parameters (service water temperature, con¬ 
tainment temperature, and containment air 
partial maximum pressure) were proposed to 
ensure the validity of the assumptions made 
in *he calculation of the available NPSH. 


With respect to the LHSI system, a po¬ 
tential for pump cavitation was found to 
exist for a short period of time during 
the recirculation mode if the flow rate 
exceeds 3.500 gpm. In order to assure that 
this flow rate, which is adequate for long 
term core cooling requirements, will not 
be exceed, Vepco has proposed, as an in¬ 
terim solution to this NPSH concern, to 
throttle the valves in the pump discharge 
line while monitoring the flow rate in the 
control room to ensure that the flow rate 
is limited to 3,500 gpm. 

NRC.—The NRC staff reviewed the 
above design and operating changes for 
the CRS systems at Surry Station and 
found them to be acceptable on an in¬ 
terim basis and that Vepco submit plans 
and schedules for implementing a final 
resolution of this program within 90 days 
from August 24, 1977. 

The NRC staff is presently evaluating 
the method of ensuring sufficient NPSH 
to the LHSI pumps, so that the original 
planned design margins are restored. 
Vepco will be conducting tests to dem¬ 
onstrate that LHSI pump flow rate can 
be limited to 3,500 gpm by means of 
throttling the valves in the pump dis¬ 
charge line. 

Similar actions are being taken to en¬ 
sure that the original planned design 
margins are also restored at Beaver Val¬ 
ley Unit No. 1 and the North Anna Units 
Nos. 1 and 2.

Safety and Licensing Board as part of 
the Commission’s licensing process. 
ACRS reviews do not normally encom¬ 
pass matters pertaining to environmental 
impacts other than those pertaining to 
radiological safety. ACRS full Commit¬ 
tee, Subcommittee and Working Group 
meetings are conducted in accordance 
with sections 29 and 182b. of the Atomic 
Energy Act (42 U.S.C. 2039. 2232b.). 

General Rules Regarding ACRS

3. Regular meetings of the Board shall 
be held, whenever necessary, on 
Wednesdays at 9:30 a.m. in the Board 
meeting room in the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture in the city of Washington, 
D.C. Notice of such meetings shall be 
provided in the same manner as is speci¬ 
fied for special meetings in Paragraph 4. 
No regular meetings of the Board shall 
be held except in accordance with pro¬ 
visions of the Government in the Sun¬ 
shine Act (5 U.S.C. 552b). 

4. Special meetings of the Board may 
be called at any time by the Chirman. 
the Vice Chairman, or by the President, 
or the Executive Vice President and 
shall be called by the Chairman, the 
Vice Chairman, the President, or the 
Executive Vice President at the written 
request of any five Directors. Notice of 
special meetings shall be given either 
personally or by mail (including the in¬ 
tradepart mental mail channels of the 
Department of Agriculture or interde¬ 
partmental mail channels of the Federal 
Government) or by mailgram, and no¬ 
tice by telephone shall be personal no¬ 
tice. Any Director may waive in waiting 
such notice as to himself, wiiether be¬ 
fore or after the time of the meeting, 
and the presence of a Director at any 
meeting shall constitute a waiver of no¬ 
tice of such meeting. No notice of an ad¬ 
journed meeting need be given.

In the absence or unavail¬ 
ability of the Chairman and the Vice 
Chairman, the President of the Corpora¬ 
tion shall preside at meetings of the 
Board. In the absence or unavailability 
of the Chairman, the Vice Chairman, 
and the President, the Directors present 
at the meeting shall designate a Presid¬ 
ing Officer. 

6. At any meeting of the Board a quo¬ 
rum shall consist of five Directors. The 
act of a majority of the Directors pres¬ 
ent at any meeting at which there is a 
quorum shall be the act of the Board. 

7. The General Counsel of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, w r hose office shall 
perform all legal wwk of the Corpora¬ 
tion, and the Assistant General Coun¬ 
sel in the Office of the General Counsel 
who is in immediate charge of legal work 
for the Corporation shall, as General 
Counsel and Assistant General Counsel 
of the Corporation, respectively, attend 
meetings of the Board. 

8. The Executive Vice President, the 
Vice President who is the Associate Ad¬ 
ministrator of the Agricultural Stabili¬ 
zation and Conservation Service, and the 
Secretary shall attend meetings of the 
Board. Each of the other Vice Presidents 
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and Deputy Vice Presidents, and the 
Controller shall attend meetings of the 
Board during such times as the meetings 
are devoted to consideration of matters 
as to which they have responsibility. 

9. Other persons may attend meetings 
of the Board upon specific authorization 
by the Chairman, Vice Chairman, or 
President. 

Compensation of Board Directors 

10. The compensation of each Direc¬ 
tor shall be prescribed by the Secretary 
of Agriculture.

Associate Administrator. ASCS; Vice Presi¬ 
dent. 

Deputy Administrator. State and County Op¬ 
erations. ASCS; Deputy Vice President. 
Deputy Administrator. Commodity Opera¬ 
tions, ASCS: Deputy Vice President. 
Deputy Administrator, Management, ASCS; 

Deputy Vice President. 

Executive Assistant to the Administrator, 
ASCS; Secretary. 

Director, Financial Management Division, 
ASCS; Controller. 

Chief, Claims and Collections Branch, Finan¬ 
cial Management Division, ASCS; Treas¬ 
urer. 

Deputy Director-Fiscal. Financial Manage¬ 
ment Division. ASCS; Chief Accountant. 

The person occupying, in an acting 
capacity, the office of any person desig¬ 
nated ex officio by this paragraph 13 as 
an officer of the Corporation shall, dur¬ 
ing his occupancy of such office, act as 
such officer. 

14. Officers who do not hold office ex 
officio shall be appointed by the Secre¬ 


tary of Agriculture and shall hold office 
until their respective appointments shall 
have been terminated. 

The President 

15. (a) The President shall have gen¬ 
eral supervision and direction of the Cor¬ 
poration, its officers and employees. 

(b) The President shall establish and 
direct an Office of the Secretariat. Such 
office shall be responsible for obtaining 
or developing, as the President deter¬ 
mines. information on major program or 
policy proposals submitted to the Board. 

The Vice Presidents 

16. (a) The Executive Vice President 
shall be the chief executive officer of the 
Corporation and shall be responsible for 
submission of all Corporation policies 
and programs to the Board. Except as 
provided in paragraphs (b), (c), (d), (e). 
and (f) below, the Executive Vice Presi¬ 
dent shall have general supervision and

(c) The Vice President who is Admin¬ 
istrator, Agricultural Marketing Service, 
shall be responsible for the administra¬ 
tion of those operations of the Corpora¬ 
tion, under policies and programs ap¬ 
proved by the Board, which are carried 
out through facilities and personnel of 
the Agricultural Marketing Service. He 
shall also perform such special duties and 
exercise such powers as may be pre¬ 
scribed. from time to time, by the Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture, the Board, or the 
President of the Corporation. 

(d) The Vice President who is the 
General Sales Manager of the Office of 
the General Sales Manager shall be re¬ 
sponsible for preparation for submission 
by the Executive Vice President to the 
Board of policies and programs of the 
Corporation which are for perform¬ 
ance through the facilities and per¬ 
sonnel of the Office of the General 
Sales Manager. He shall also have 
responsibility for the administration 
of those operations of the Corpora¬ 
tion, under the policies and programs 
approved by the Board, which are carried 


out through facilities and personnel of 
the Office of the General Sales Manager. 
He shall also perform such special duties 
and exercise such powers as may be pre¬ 
scribed. from time to time, by the Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture, the Board, or the 
President of the Corporation. 

(e) The Vice President who is the Ad¬ 
ministrator. Food and Nutrition Service, 
shall be responsible for the administra¬ 
tion of those operations of the Corpora¬ 
tion, under policies and programs ap¬ 
proved by the Board, which are canned 
out through facilities and personnel of 
the Food and Nutrition Service. He shall 
also perform such special duties and ex¬ 
ercise such powers as may be prescribed, 
from time to time,- by the Secretary of 
Agriculture, the Board, or the President 
of the Corporation. 

(f) The Vice President who is the Ad¬ 
ministrator, Food Safety and Quality 
Service, shall be responsible for the Ad¬ 
ministration of those operations of the 
Corporation, under policies and programs 
approved by the Board, which are carried 
out through facilities and personnel of 
the Food Safety and Quality Service. He 
shall also perform such special duties 
and exercise such powers as may be pre¬ 
scribed. from time to time, by the Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture, the Board, or the 
President of the Corporation. 

17. The Vice President who is the As¬ 
sociate Administrator, Agricultural Sta¬ 
bilization and Conservation Service, and 
the Deputy Vice Presidents shall assist 
the Executive Vice President in the per¬ 
formance of his duties and the exercise 
of his powers to such extent as the Presi¬ 
dent or the Executive Vice President 
shall prescribe, and shall perform such 
special duties and exercise such powers 
as may be prescribed from time to time 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, the 
Board, the President of the Corporation, 
or the Executive Vice President of the 
Corporation. 

The Secretary 

18. The Secretary shall attend and 
keep the minutes of all meetings of the 
Board; shall attend to the giving and 
serving of all required notices of meet¬ 
ings of the Board; shall sign all papers 
and Instruments to which his signature 
shall be necessary or appropriate: shall 
attest the authenticity of and affix the 
seal of the Corporation upon any instru¬ 
ment requiring such action and shall per¬ 
form such other duties and exercise such 
other powers as are commonly incidental 
to the Office of Secretary as well as such 
other duties as may be prescribed from 
time to time by the President or the Ex¬ 
ecutive Vice President. 

The Controller 

19. The Controller shall have charge of 
all fiscal and accounting affairs of the 
Corporation, including all borrowings 
and related financial arrangements, 
claims activities, and formulation of 
prices in accordance with established 
policies; and shall perform such other 
duties as may be prescribed from time to 
time by the President or the Executive 
Vice President. 
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The Treasurer 

20. The Treasurer, under the general 
supervision and direction of the Con¬ 
troller, shall have charge of the custody, 
safekeeping and disbursement of all 
fimds of the Corporation; shall designate 
qualified persons to authorize disburse¬ 
ment of corporate funds; shall direct the 
disbursement of funds by disbursing offi¬ 
cers of the Corporation or by the Treas¬ 
urer of the United States, Federal Re¬ 
serve Banks and other fiscal agents of the 
Corporation; and shall issue instructions 
incidental thereto; shall be responsible 
for documents relating to the general 
financing operations of the Corporation, 
including borrowings from the United 
States Treasury, commercial banks and 
others; shall arrange for the payment of 
interest on and the repayment of such 
borrowings; shall arrange for the pay¬ 
ment of interest on the capital stock of 
the Corporation; shall coordinate and 
give general supervision to the claims ac¬ 
tivities of the Corporation and shall have 
authority to collect all monies due the 
Corporation, to receipt therefor and to 
deposit same for the account of the Cor¬ 
poration; and shall perform such other 
duties relating to the fiscal and account¬ 
ing affairs of the Corporation as may be 
prescribed from time to time by the 
Controller. 

The Chief Accountant 

21. The Chief Accountant, under the 
general supervision and direction of the 
Controller, shall have charge of the gen¬ 
eral books and accounts of the Corpor¬ 
ation and the preparation of financial 
statements and reports. He shall be re¬ 
sponsible for the initiation, preparation 
and issuance of policies and practices 
related to accounting matters and pro¬ 
cedures, including official inventories, 
records, accounting and related office 
procedures where standardized, and ade¬ 
quate subsidiary records of revenues, ex¬ 
penses, assets and liabilities; and shall 
perform such other duties relating to the 
fiscal and accounting affairs of the Cor¬ 
poration as may be prescribed from time 
to time by the Controller. 

Other Officials 

22. Except as otherwise authorized by 
the Secretary of Agriculture or the 
Board, the operations of the Corporation 
shall be carried out through the facilities 
and personnel of the Agricultural Stabi¬ 
lization and Conservation Service, the 
Office of the general Sales Manager, the 
Foreign Agricultural Service, the Food 
and Nutrition Service, the Food Safety 
and Quality Service, and the Agricul¬ 
tural Marketing Service in accordance 
with any assignment of functions and 
responsibilities made by the Secretary 
of Agriculture and, within his respective 
agency or office, by the Administrators of 
the Agricultural Stabilization and Con¬ 
servation Service. Foreign Agricultural 
Service, Food and Nutrition Service. 
Food Safety and Quality Service, Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Service, or the Gen¬ 
eral Sales Manager of the Office of the 
General Sales Manager. 


23. The Directors of the divisions and 
commodity offices of the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Service 
shall be contracting officers and execu¬ 
tives of the Corporation in general 
charge of the activities of the Corpora¬ 
tion carried out through their respec¬ 
tive divisions or offices. The responsibili¬ 
ties of such Directors in carrying out ac¬ 
tivities of the Corporation, which shall 
include the authority to settle and adjust 
claims by and against the Corporation 
arising out of activities under their ju¬ 
risdiction. shall be discharged in con¬ 
formity with these bylaws and applicable 
programs, policies, and procedures. 

Contracts of the Corporation 

24. Contracts of the Corporation relat¬ 
ing to any of its activities may be execut¬ 
ed in its name by the Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture or the President. The Vice Presi¬ 
dents, the Deputy Vice Presidents, the 
Controller, the Treasurer, and the Di¬ 
rectors of the Divisions and commodity 
offices of the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service may execute 
contracts relating to the activities of the 
Corporation for which they are respec¬ 
tively responsible. 

25. The Executive Vice President who 
is the Administrator of ASCS and, sub¬ 
ject to the written approval by such 
Executive Vice President of each ap¬ 
pointment, the Vice Presidents, the Dep¬ 
uty Vice Presidents, the Controller, and 
the Directors of the divisions and com¬ 
modity offices of the Agricultural Stabili¬ 
zation and Conservation Service may 
appoint, by written instrument or in¬ 
struments, such Contracting Officers as 
they deem necessary, who may, to the 
extent authorized by such instrument or 
instruments, execute contracts in the 
name of the Corporation. A copy of each 
such instrument shall be filed with the 
Secretary. 

26. Appointments of Contracting Offi¬ 
cers may be revoked by written instru¬ 
ment or instruments by the Executive 
Vice President or by the official who 
made the appointment. A copy of each 
such instrument shall be filed with the 
Secretary. 

27. In executing a contract in the 
name of the Corporation, an official shall 
indicate his title. 

Annual Report 

28. The Executive Vice President shall 
be responsible for the preparation of an 
annual report of the activities of the 
Corporation, which shall be filed with 
the Secretary of Agriculture and with 
the Board. 

Amendments 

29. These bylaws may be altered or 
amended or repealed by the Secretary of 
Agriculture, or subject to his approval by 
action of the Board at any regular meet¬ 
ing of the Board or at any special meet¬ 
ing of the Board, if notice of the pro¬ 
posed alteration, amendment, or repeal 
be contained in the notice of such special 
meeting. 


Approval of Board Action 

30. The actions of the Board shall be 
subject to the approval of the Secretary 
of Agriculture.

Order Denying Motion 
Adopted by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board at its office in Washington. D.C., 
on the 20th day of October 1977. 


By tariff revisions 1 filed to become ef¬ 
fective September 7. 1977, Air-India pro¬ 
posed specific commodity rates for Items 
1215, 2415, and 2420 (shoes and leather 
goods) from Bombay/Calcutta/Delhi to 
New York at reduced levels. 

A motion for leave to file a late com¬ 
plaint requesting suspension and inves¬ 
tigation of Air-India’s filing was sub¬ 
mitted by Pan American World Airways, 
Inc. (Pan American), on August 30, 
1977.* * In justification of its untimely fil¬ 
ing, Pan American states simply that it 
“was not aware of the Air-India tariff 
until Friday. August 26,” and that the 
rates are below the ton-mile costs of all 
transatlantic carriers. 

The Board has decided to deny Pan 
American’s motion. Pan American has 
not offered a satisfactory explanation 
for the complaint’s untimeliness, i.e., 
why the carrier was not aware of the 
filing. Furthermore, the mere assertion 
that Air-India’s rates are below ton-mile 
costs does not constitute, per se, compel¬ 
ling reason for the Board to accept the 
complaint, since similarly characterized 
rates are in effect in other transatlantic 
markets. Moreover, the complaint was 
received too late for the United States 
to issue, had it so desired, the notice of 
dissatisfaction which must precede a 
suspension action under the U.S.-India 
bilateral agreement. 

Accordingly, it is ordered, That the 
motion by Pan American World Airways. 
Inc., in Docket 31326, for leave to file an 
otherwise unauthorized document be de¬ 
nied.

Legal Fees and Other Expenses; 

Statement of Policy 

On August 25, 1972, the Board of Di¬ 
rectors of the Federal Deposit Insurance 
•Corporation adoted a statement of 
policy on Legal* Fees and Other Expenses 
Incident to Applications for Insurance 
and Consent to Establish Branches. The 
statement was published on August 31. 
1972 (37 FR 17778*. That statement of 
policy is hereby amended and super¬ 
seded by the following statement of 
policy. 

In passing upon applications for de¬ 
posit insurance and for consent to es¬ 
tablish branches, the Board of Directors 
o l the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor¬ 
poration is required by law to consider 
among other things the “general char¬ 
acter of <the applicant's) management.'' 
Since prudent management will not 
commit either a bank in the process of 
organization or an existing bank seek¬ 
ing a new branch to excessive expenses, 
the payment of unreasonable or exces¬ 
sive fees incident to such applications 


has long been considered by the Corpor¬ 
ation to reflect adversely upon the man¬ 
agement of the applicant bank, irrespec¬ 
tive of whether the payments have been 
ratified or otherwise approved by formal 
action of the bank's incorporators or 
stockholders. 

With respect to legal fees, applicants 
should be aware that the preparation, 
filing, and processing of applications for 
Federal deposit insurance or for con¬ 
sent to establish branches ordinarily do 
not require significant amounts of a 
lawyer’s time. However, hearing proced¬ 
ures in connection with State applica¬ 
tions may necessitate numerous hours 
of legal service. In addition, organizers 
of a proposed new bank often desire fre¬ 
quent advice on matters of law from ex¬ 
perienced counsel. Since bank counsel 
do not usually segregate for billing pur¬ 
poses the work done in connection with 
FD1C applications from that done in 
connection with State applications, the 
Corporation has been required to ex¬ 
amine the total fees for both purposes in 
attempting to assess the reasonableness 
of such expenses and their relationship 
to applicant’s management. 

With respect to legal fees and other 
organizational expenses In connection 
with applications for insurance and con¬ 
sent to establish branches, fees for legal 
services or other organizational ex¬ 
penses will no longer be questioned 
solely because of amount. In the future, 
all such fees for legal services and other 
organizational expenses must be ac¬ 
companied by supportive documenta¬ 
tion. In the case of legal fees, such doc¬ 
umentation may consist of material such 
as itemized time sheets showing the time 
actually expended by counsel on the 
applications concerned, the hourly rate 
charged, and the specific circumstances, 
including unusual complexities, the nec¬ 
essity for agency or court appearances, 
and the like, necessitating the time ex¬ 
pended. 

In review ing legal fees for reasonable- 
ness> the following factors will ordinarily 
serve as guides: 

1. The time and labor required, the novelty 
and difficulty of the questions involved, and 
the skill requisite to perform the legal serv¬ 
ices properly. 

2. The extent that the particular employ¬ 
ment precludes other employment by the 
lawyer. 

3. The fee customarily charged In the lo¬ 
cality for similar legal services. 

4. The amount Involved and the results ob¬ 
tained. 

5. The time limitations Imposed by the cli¬ 
ent or by the circumstances. 

6. The nature and length of the profes¬ 
sional relationship with the client. 

7. The experience, reputation, and ability 
of the lawyer or lawyers performing the serv¬ 
ices. 

Other factors may be applied if they 
conform to a locally prescribed Code of 
Professional Responsibility. The applica¬ 
tion of other factors as a basis for estab¬ 
lishing legal fees should be explained afld 
the source of those factors should be in¬ 
cluded with the other supportive docu¬ 
mentation. 


This Board of Directors in adopting 
this revised statement of policy lias con¬ 
cluded that fee limitations based upon 
presumptive dollar amounts are unrealis¬ 
tic because of variable factors influencing 
the amount of legal fees charged; e.g.. 
variations in cost of living from one geo¬ 
graphic area to the next which reflect 
themselves in costs of legal and other 
professional services and additional work 
expended in connection with unusually 
complex organizations. 

Even though a fee may, in a given in¬ 
stance, be wholly or partially absorbed by 
another entity such as a holding com¬ 
pany, that fee or organizational expense 
will nonelhless be reviewed by the Cor¬ 
poration under the terms of this policy 
statement in view of the fact that the 
commitment for the fee or other organi¬ 
zation expense is a commitment of man¬ 
agement of the proposed or existing in¬ 
stitution. 

Expenses for legal or other services 
rendered by .organizers, present or pros¬ 
pective board members or major share¬ 
holders w ill receive special scrutiny in 
this regard for any evidence of self-deal¬ 
ing to the detriment of the bank and 
its other shareholders. 

In no case will an FDIC application 
be approved where the payment of a fee, 
in whole or in part, is contingent upon 
any act or forebearance by the Corpora¬ 
tion or by any other Federal or State 
agency or official. Such contingent ar¬ 
rangements, while permissible in some 
States in adversary civil litigation, are 
totally inappropriate in matters relating 
to Federal deposit insurance or FDIC 
branch applications. 

This statement of policy is provided 
with all application forms for Federal 
deposit insurance or for the consent of 
the Corporation to establish branches 
and will be sent to each organizer and 
director of a proposed new bank by the 
appropriate FDIC Regional Director.

REPORTS OF CONDITION AND INCOME 
Proposed Revisions 

Notice is hereby given that the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation, the 
Comptroller of the Currency and the 
Board of Governors of the Federal Re¬ 
serve System issued on October 20, 1977 
proposed revisions to the Reports of Con¬ 
dition and Income submitted by State 
nonmember insured banks, national 
banks and State member banks, respec¬ 
tively, These proposed reporting require¬ 
ments would provide new information on 
the foreign operations of insured banks 
and additional information on large 
banks. The proposed revisions are sched- 
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uled to be implemented for the first quar¬ 
ter 1978 reports. 

The proposals are part of a complete 
revision of the Reports and Condition 
and Income which has been effected over 
the past two years. The data yielded by 
the proposed revisions would be used by 
the banking agencies for regulatory, 
supervisory and analytical purposes. 
These reports will, as is customary, be 
available to the public on request. 

The proposed revisions will primarily 
affect those banks with foreign offices, 
that is. foreign branches or subsidiaries, 
or Edge Act or Agreement subsidiaries. 
There would be a lesser impact on banks 
having no foreign offices but having con¬ 
solidated total assets of $300 million or 
more. The changes for all other banks 
are minor, and two schedules relating to 
Federal funds have been eliminated for 
those banks. 

For banks with foreign offices, the 
principal proposed changes are: (1) Ad¬ 
dition of fully consolidated schedules for 
cash assets and loans, and foreign office 
schedules for loans, cash assets, and de¬ 
posits; (2) breakdown of selected ac¬ 
counts by foreign/domestic address of 
customer; (3) change in the method of 
consolidation for the domestic-office Re¬ 
port of Condition; and (4) a new sec¬ 
tion of the Report of Income calling for 
semiannual estimation of income at¬ 
tributable to international operations. 
Further, for those banks whose foreign 
offices either have consolidated total as¬ 
sets of $100 million or more or which 
account for over ten percent of con¬ 
solidated bank assets, two new semian¬ 
nual substatements would be required- 
one for consolidated domestic offices and 
one for consolidated foreign offices. 

Three additional Large Bank Supple¬ 
ment tables would be required quarterly 
for all banks with total assets of $300 
million or more. Large Bank Supplement 
E would obtain interest and fees on 
loans by broad loan category for the con¬ 
solidated bank. Supplements G and H 
would provide more detailed information 
on Federal funds and related transac¬ 
tions. 

In addition to the changes presented 
in the revision package, the issuance of 
revised instructions pertaining to lease 
accounting is under consideration. It is 
intended that these instructions be con¬ 
sistent with the requirements of the 
Financial Accounting Standards Board’s 
Statement No. 13. Comments are specif¬ 
ically requested on the possible impact 
of these FASB standards on insured 
banks. 

Earlier this year the Securities and 
Exchange Commission issued for com¬ 
ment a proposed revision of Article 9 of 
Regulation S-X. The staffs of the bank¬ 
ing agencies are in continuing contact 
with the SEC staff for the purpose of 
attaining substantive and definitional 
conformity in the data requirements of 
the agencies and the SEC given the dif¬ 
ference in their respective regulatory 
responsibilities. 

You are invited to submit comments 
on the proposed revisions through No¬ 


vember 21. 1977. Details of the proposed 
changes are printed below.

Changes in Condition Reports for Ai.l 

Banks Including Both tick Domestic and 

the Foreign and Domestic Consolidated 

Statements of Banks With Foreign 

Offices 

A. Face of the Condition Report. 

1. Balances with non-bank depository in¬ 
stitutions in the US. Balances with mutual 
savings banks, Savings and Loan Association, 
etc., would be shifted from “Other assets" 
(item 15) to “Cash and due from depository 
institutions'’ (Item 1). This shift would also 
be reflected In related Schedules C and O and 
in Memoranda Item 2.a. 

2. Foreign currency and coin. Holdings of 
foreign currency and coin would be shifted 
from “Other assets" (Item 16) to “Cash and 
due from depository institutions" (item 1). 
This change would also be reflected In the 
related Schedules C and G. 

3 -Fed funds and security RP's (assets and 
liabilities). The instructions under which 
these transactions are reported would be 
ci&rlfled and made more precise for all banks. 
Detailed information on ttie breakdown by 
maturity and other party to these trans¬ 
actions would be limited to the new Large 
Bank Supplements F and O. Present Sched¬ 
ules D and E for aU banks would be dropped. 

B. Memoranda items on the face of the 
Condition Report. 

1. In Memo item 2.d. ( substitution of dally 
average time Certificates of Deposit over 
$100,000 for the daily average of all time 
deposits over $100,000 is proposed. 

2. Addition of a new Memo item 2.h., call¬ 
ing for a dally average figure for total assets 
is proposed. 

C. Schedule A—Loans. 

1. Addition of a new subitem 2.d. under 
item 2 “Loans to financial institutions" to 
show separately “Loans to finance companies 
in the U.S. M (i.e- sales finance companies, 
factors, etc.). These loans are currently in¬ 
cluded in the residual subitem 2.e„ “Loans to 
other financial institutions'*. 

3. Elimination of the current subitem 2.d. 
for “Loans to other depository institutions.'* 
These loans would be included in the resid¬ 
ual subitem 2.e, “Loans to othfer financial 
institutions.** 

3. Addition of a memorandum item to 
show holdings of commercial paper included 
in Schedule A. These holdings are compo¬ 
nents of item 2, “Loans to financial institu¬ 
tions" and item 5 “Commercial and indus¬ 
trial loans.'* 

4. The definition of loans to foreign official 
institutions Included In item 7, “Other loans" 
has been expanded to include loans to for- 
ftiyi government-owned commercial enter¬ 
prises other than to banks. Such loans had 
been classified according to the business of 
the borrower, mostly as commercial and in¬ 
dustrial loans. 


D. Schedule C—Cash and due from depot - 
itory institutions. 

1. The title of the schedule would be 
changed to “Cash and due from depository 
institutions.” 

2. An item (item 4) for “Balances with 
other depository institutions in the U.S." 
would be added to the schedule. 

3. An item (item 7.b.) for “Foreign cur¬ 
rency and coin" would be added to the 
schedule. 

4. Demand balances with U.S. branches 
and agencies of foreign banks would be 
shifted to item 2, “Demand balances with 
commercial banks in the U.S.” from item 3, 
“Other balances with commercial banks la 
the U.S." The title of item 3 would corre¬ 
spondingly be changed to “Time and sav¬ 
ings balances with commercial banks in the 
U.S.” 

5. The two inset lines on the present Call 
Report for interest-bearing components of 
other balances with banks In the U.S. and 
balances with banks in foreign countries 
would be eliminated and a single memo line 
to cover all interest-bearing balances occur¬ 
ring in all Items of the schedule would be 
added. 

E. Schedules D and E — Fed funds and se¬ 
curity RP’s (assets and liabilities) have been 
eliminated as Schedules for all banks and 
shifted to Large Bank Supplements F and O 
to be reported only by banks over $300 mil¬ 
lion in assets. 

F. Schedule F — Deposits. 

1. Elimination of a separate item for de¬ 
posits accumulated for payment of personal 
loans from Schedule F. These deposits would 
be included with “Deposits of individuals, 
partnerships and corporations." item l.c., 

• "Total” Column C. They would be reported 
separately In item 4 of Schedule I, “Other 
Data for Deposit Insurance Assessments.” 

2. The definition of foreign governments, 
official institutions and international insti¬ 
tutions would be clarified and expanded to 
specifically include transactions with for¬ 
eign government-owned commercial enter¬ 
prises other than banks. Present instructions 
for these items cover transactions with 'any 
foreign government and its subdivisions, 
agencies or instrumentalities . . .” Comment 
is also requested on an alternative proposal 
for reporting transactions with these enti¬ 
tles. Under the alternative proposal the defi¬ 
nition of such entities for reporting pur¬ 
poses would be a broad inclusive definition 
as above for reporting loans but would re¬ 
quire a breakdown for reporting deposits. In 
the deposits schedule a breakdown of for¬ 
eign governments and official institutions 
item would be reported as follows: 

"4. Deposits of foreign official Institutions. 

a. Foreign central governments and foreign 
official and international monetary institu¬ 
tions. 

b. Foreign government subdivisions. 

c. Foreign government-owned commercial 
enterprises.” 

A specific list of international monetary 
institutions to be included would be pro¬ 
vided. 

O. Schedules G and H—Other assets and 
other liabilities . 

1. Elimination from Schedule G of bal¬ 
ances with nohbank depository institutions 
and foreign currency and coin and transfer 
to cash assets items. 

2. Elimination from Schedule G of the 
printed items for securities borrowed, pre¬ 
paid expenses, and cash items not in process 
of collection. Elimination from Schedule h 
of printed items for securities borrowed, 
dividends declared but not yet payable, 
amounts in transit to banks, and minority 
interest in consolidated enterprises. The 
eliminated items would be included in the 
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' all other” Items and would be shown sep¬ 
arately only if material. 

H. Schedule 1—Other data lor deposit in¬ 
surance assessments . An Item (Item 4) show¬ 
ing the amount of "Deposits accumulated 
for the payment of personal loans" (hy¬ 
pothecated deposits) would be added. 

Changes in Condition Reports Applicable 

Only to Banks With Foreign Offices 

I. Broad changes affecting banks with 
foreign offices and/or Edge or Agreement sub¬ 
sidiaries. 

A. The schedules. 

1 . Schedules have been provided for both 
the Foreign and Domestic Consolidated Con¬ 
dition Statement and for the Domestic Con¬ 
solidated Condition Substatement. For the 
purposes of the Call Report, domestic of¬ 
fices of Edge or Agreement Corporations are 
treated as foreign offices. 

a. Schedules A (Loans) and C (Cash as¬ 
sets) are each in the form of a composite 
three column schedule. Column A covers 
the fully consolidated bank; column B. the 
domestic offices of the reporting bank; and 
column C. the foreign offices of the re¬ 
porting bank (including all offices of Edge 
or Agreement subsidiaries). The Schedules 
on deposits have been handled as two sep¬ 
arate but related schedules. The first 
(Schedule F) covers deposit liabilities in 
domestic offices of the reporting bank, and 
the second, (Schedule F/F) covers deposit 
liabilities of foreign offices and Edge Act 
and Agreement subsidiaries. Those schedules 
require separate reporting of: 

(1) Domestic offices of the bank (for 
Loans, Cash assets and Deposits). 

(2) Edge and Agreement subsidiaries, 
foreign branches and foreign subsidiaries 
(for Loans, Cash assets and Deposits) . 

(3) Consolidated Bank (Loans and Cash 
assets). 

b. For Schedules G (Other assets) and H 
(Other liabilities), only fully consolidated 
schedules are provided, with no separate 
schedules by type of office. 

c. Schedules B (Investment securities) 
and FDI (Insurance assessment items) are 
provided only for domestic offices. 

2. The domestic-office schedules of banks 
with foreign offices are identical to the cor¬ 
responding schedules of banks with domestic 
offices only, except that the former have 
some additional foreign/domestic customer 
detail for selected items. 

B. The consolidation basis of the individ¬ 
ual items in the domestic-office condition 
statement and schedules for banks with for¬ 
eign-offices or Edges would be changed to 
be on the same basis as the foreign and do¬ 
mestic fully consolidated statement. Every 
item in the domestic-office statement and 
schedules would exclude all claims on or 
liabilities to the bank’s foreign subsidiaries 
and Edge and Agreement subsidiaries (cur¬ 
rently such claims and liabilities are Included 
in the individual items). Thus in the domes¬ 
tic-office statement, domestic-office transac¬ 
tions with the bank’s foreign subsidiaries 
(those that are consolidated in the foreign 
and domestic consolidated statement) and 
with the bank’s Edge and Agreement sub¬ 
sidiaries would be treated in the same way 
that domestic-office transactions with its 
foreign branches are now treated. Corre¬ 
spondingly, and as is now the situation for 
foreign branches in the domestic-office state¬ 
ment. claims on and liabilities to foreign sub¬ 
sidiaries and Edge and Agreement subsidi¬ 
aries would be reflected only in "net due 
from” or "net due to" items that would be 
added subitem components of "Other assets" 
and ‘Other liabilities" on the face of the do¬ 
mestic only report of banks with foreign of¬ 
fices. (These intra-bank Items would, of 
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course, be eliminated in the fully consoli¬ 
dated foreign and domestic statement.) This 
elimination of intra-bank components from 
the individual Items of the domestic-office 
statements of banks with foreign offices 
would result in some discontinuity when the 
revised report is first Implemented. 

An analogous treatment would be pro¬ 
vided for the foreign-office and Edge trans¬ 
actions that appear in the schedules. Thus all 
items (except "Other assets” and "Other lia¬ 
bilities”) in the "type-of-office”, statements 
and schedules would be components of the 
corresponding items in the fully consolidated 
report. 

II. Specific item changes. 

A. Face of the fully consolidated foreign 
and domestic Condition Report. 

1. Fed funds and security RP’s (assets and 
liabilities). The items (items 8 and 25 on 
the face of the condition statement), which 
currently cover only the defined transactions 
of the domestic offices of the bank, would 
be changed to cover also Fed funds and secu¬ 
rity RP’s on the books of the domestic offices 
of the Edge subsidiaries. 

2. Banks with foreign offices would not 
be required to divide the total allowance for 
possible loan losses shown in item 9.b. of the 
fully consolidated foreign and domestic 
statement between foreign and domestic of¬ 
fice components. A footnote to the domestic 
office face used by banks with foreign offices 
would state that the allowance shown related 
to loans of the domestic bank and its foreign 
branches. 

3. Banks with foreign offices would report 
the Equity Capital section only on the fully 
consolidated face. 

B. Memoranda items on the face of the 
fully consolidated foreign and domestic Con¬ 
dition Report. 

1. Existing Memo Item l a. "Standby let¬ 
ters of credit" would have added new sub- 
items for U.S. and non-U.S. addressees. 

2. A new Memo item l.d. "Customers’ lia¬ 
bility on acceptances” with a breakdown be¬ 
tween U.s. and non-U.S. addressees for item 
14 on the face of the foreign and domestic 
consolidated statement would be added. 

C. Schedule A—Loans. 

1. Addition of a fully consolidated bank 
column (Column A) in Schedule A showing 
the sum of the foreign and domestic column 
only where amounts are required to be re¬ 
ported in both columns. 

2. Addition of a Schedule A column (Col¬ 
umn C) on a consolidated basis for foreign 
branches, foreign subsidiaries and all of¬ 
fices of Edges. The added column requires 
reporting of detail only where significant and 
has considerably less detail than Schedule 
A for domestic offices. 

3. Additional "customer” detail would be 
added under item 2.b. "Loans to commercial 
banks in the U.S..” item 2.c. "Loans to banks 
in foreign countries." item 5 "Commercial 
and industrial loans” and item 7 "Other 
loans.” 

D. Schedule C—Cash and due from deposi¬ 
tory institutions. 

1. Addition of a consolidated bank column 
(Column A) showing the sum of the do¬ 
mestic and foreign office columns. 

2. Addition of a column (Column C) on 
a consolidated basis for offices of Edges and 
foreign branches and foreign subsidiaries. 

3. Additional "customer” detail for bal¬ 
ances with foreign offices of other domestic 
banks under item 5 "Balances with banks in 
foreign countries". 

4. Addition of an item (Item 6b) for*bal¬ 
ances with foreign central banks and official 
Institutions. 

5. Addition of a memo item (item 2) for 
amount of one-day money in the foreign 
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offcces column for balances with banks in 
foreign countries. 

E. Schedule F — Deposit liabilities of do¬ 
mestic offices . 

1. Customer detail for deposit liabilities of 
domestic offices in Schedule F added under 
item 6 "Deposits of commercial banks in 
the U.S.” to breakout deposits of U.S. 
branches and agencies of foreign banks and 
under item 6 "Deposits of banks in foreign 
countries" to breakout deposits of foreign 
branches of other U.S. banks. 

2. Addition of a comparable deposit sched¬ 
ule (in a new Schedule F/F) on a consoli¬ 
dated basis for offices of Edge and Agreement 
subsidiaries, foreign branches and foreign 
subsidiaries. 

3. A Schedule F/F column also calls for 
separate item by item reporting of interest- 
bearing portion of deposit liabilities of the 
foreign offices and Edges. 

4. Addition in Schedule F/F of a memo 
item for one-day deposit liabilities of foreign 
branches and subsidiaries included in total 
deposits. 

5. No fully consolidated bank column or 
schedule would be required for reporting of 
deposit liabilities as would be required for 
loans and cash assets. 

6. The alternative treatment of deposits of 
foreign governments and official Institutions 
covered In Section I. on Page 4 of this listing 
of proposed changes, would also be appli¬ 
cable in Schedules F and F/F. Comments 
arc requested. 

F. Schedules G and ft — Other assets and 
other liabilities. 

1. Elimination from Schedules G and H 
of the items for due to or due from foreign 
branches. These items would be shown as 
subitems under "Other assets’* or "Other 
liabilities" as appropriate on the face of the 
domestic only report of banks with foreign 
offices and would include net due to or from 
Edges. 

2. Interlining of additional items would be 
required only if they account for more than 
10 percent of the total of the Schedule. 

3. There would be no separate schedules 
for the two types of office. These Schedules 
would be reported only for the fully con¬ 
solidated bank. 

Changes in the Report of Income for All. 

Banks 

A. Section A of the Income Report for all 
banks. 

1. Interest on balances with nonbank de¬ 
pository institutions in the UJ3. would be 
shifted from item l.m., "Other Income” to 
item l.b., "Interest on balances with deposi¬ 
tory institutions" as a result of the change in 
treatment in the Report of Conditions. 

2. Income from Federal funds and related 
transactions, item l.c., would be expanded to 
include Income from such transactions at 
domestic offices of Edges and the item cap¬ 
tion changed accordingly. 

B. Neic subitems in Section B — Changes in 
capital. Would require a breakdown of the 
sale, conversion, acquisition or retirement of 
capital betw’een transactions with own hold¬ 
ing company or affiliates and with others, 

C. Section F — Memoranda. 

1. Addition, under Item l.d., "Total provi¬ 
sion for income taxes for period", of two sub- 
items: "Estimated total income taxes payable 
for the current year”, and "Estimated current 
year Income taxes deferred”. 

2. Change in item 3 from "Number of em¬ 
ployees” to "Number of full-time equivalent 
employees”. This change affects only the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve and FDIC reports. The Comp¬ 
troller’s report already has this treatment. 

D. Nonaccrual of interest. For those banks 
on an accrual basis of accounting, an in¬ 
struction governing nonaccrual of Interest 
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practices is proposed. No interest or discount 
shall be accrued on (a) any asset which Is 
maintained on a cash basis, or (b) any asset 
upon which a default of principal or interest 
has existed for a period of ninety days or 
more, unless it is both well secured and in 
process of collection. When accrual of inter¬ 
est or discount has been discontinued on any 
asset, all previously accrued and uncollected 
interest shall be reversed against the appro¬ 
priate income and asset accounts. When in¬ 
terest is received during the non accrual 
status period, it shall be Included in operat¬ 
ing income in the reporting period received. 
A nonaccrual asset may be restored to an 
accrual status when none of its principal and 
interest is due and unpaid or otherwise be¬ 
comes well secured and in process of collec¬ 
tion and when prospects for future contrac¬ 
tual payments are no longer in doubt. With 
respect to State-chartered banks, any state 
statute, regulation or rule that imposes more 
stringent standards for nonaccrual of Interest 
than proposed would prevail. 

Changes in the Report op Income for Banks 
With Foreign Offices 

A. Addition of new Section G of the con¬ 
solidated Report of Income calling for the 
"Estimation of Income Attributable to In¬ 
ternational Operations”. The Section calls for 
semi-annual reporting of estimated operating 
income net of operating expenses of foreign 
offices and of domestic International depart¬ 
ments. Inter component allocations of reve¬ 
nues and expenses would be reported as well 
as the estimated net of such Income after 
allocable taxes. Banks having domestic offices 
only but with foreign or international de¬ 
partments or operations in their domestic 
offices would not be required to submit the 
new section. 

B. Addition of foreign and of domestic of¬ 
fices substatements of income. Two new sub¬ 
statements described under 1 and 2 below 
would be required semi-annually from those 
banks with foreign offices or subsidiaries or 
Edge or Agreement subsidiaries only if such 
offices and/or subsidiaries had consolidated 
assets of more than $100 million or accounted 
for more than 10 percent of total assets of 
the consolidated bank. 

1. The domestic offices substatement cov¬ 
erage Is the same as that for the domestic- 
office consolidated Report of Condition and 
would include those domestic subsidiaries 
that are consolidated in that statement. 

2. The income substatement for Edge and 
Agreement corporations, foreign offices and 
foreign subsidiaries coverage is the same as 
that for the "foreign-office” grouping used in 
the foreign offices schedules of the Condition 
Report. It would cover Edge and Agreement 
corporations, foreign branches of the bank, 
branches in Puerto Rico and US. territories 
and possessions, and those foreign subsidi¬ 
aries of the bank that are consolidated in the 
fully consolidated Reports of Condition and 
Income. 

3. Consolidated basis of the substatements. 

a. Inter-office transactions would be re¬ 
flected in two Items of income and of ex¬ 
pense added to the domestic substatement 
that do not appear on the fully consolidated 
Report of Income; Item l.g., “Income from 
balances with own foreign offices and Edge 
subsidiaries", item 2.h.. "Interest expense on 
balances due to own foreign offices and Edge 
subsidiaries", item i.h.. "Other adjustments 
and allocations of operating income”, and 
Item 2.1., "Other adjustments and allocations 
of operating expense.” There is a correspond¬ 
ing treatment in the foreign-office substate¬ 
ment for transactions with domestic offices 
that would not appear In the consolidated 
Report of Income. 


b. Under this consolidation basis, indi¬ 
vidual income and expense Items appearing 
In the two substatements (except the inter¬ 
office Items described above) would be com¬ 
ponents of the corresponding items In the 
fully consolidated Report of Income and 
could be used in distribution and ratio 
analyses. This consolidation basis is anal¬ 
ogous to that proposed for "type-of-offlee” 
breakdowns In the Report of Condition ex¬ 
cept that the Report of Condition does not 
require itemization of in ter-office items. 

4. Item coverage of the substatements. 

a. The substatements would cover only 
Section A of the consolidated Report of In¬ 
come and would stop after reporting of 
allocable Income taxes and estimated income 
before securities gains and losses. 

Changes in Large Bank Supplements 

Large Bank Supplements required from 
banks with over $300 million in total assets 
would be revised to conform to the foreign/ 
domestic office boundary definitions in the 
Reports of Condition and Income where such 
breakdowns are required. 

Supplement B—Maturity Distribution of 
Deposits has an added column for "Total 
interest-bearing claims on banks in foreign 
countries”. 

Supplement D—Summary Loan Loss Ex¬ 
perience and Allowance for Possible Loan 
Losses has an added section applicable to 
banks with foreign offices to show the break¬ 
down by broad loan category, but Including 
some foreign/domestic customer detail, of 
charge-offs and of recoveries on loans for 
the fully consolidated bank. This would re¬ 
place the existing category breakdowns of 
loans at domestic offices and the single line 
entry for losses and charge-offs on all loans 
at foreign offices. Memoranda items would 
require charge-offs and recoveries broken 
down between those booked at domestic and 
at foreign offices. 

An additional Large Bank Supplement E 
is proposed to collect Interest and fees on 
loans by broad loan category (5-way) for 
the consolidated bank, with memoranda re¬ 
porting (only by banks with foreign offices) 
of Interest and fees on commercial and in¬ 
dustrial loans broken down between cus¬ 
tomers with foreign and domestic addresses, 
and of interest and fees on loans to foreign 
governments and official Institutions. 

Additional Large Bank Supplements F and 
G ar£ proposed to replace the existing all 
•bank Schedules D and E on Federal funds 
transactions and repurchase-resale agree¬ 
ments Involving securities. The proposed 
supplements would obtain separate data on 
transactions by domestic offices of the bank 
and by domestic offices of Edge Act and 
Agreement subsidiaries to maintain the 
foreign/domestic office break used through¬ 
out these reports. Additional item detail is 
also being proposed for these large banks. 
Such detail distinguishes regular Federal 
funds transactions from repurchase/resale 
agreements and also expands upon the list 
of institutional sectors participating in these 
markets. A memorandum Item has been 
added for borrowings of "Immediately avail¬ 
able funds with a maturity of greater than 
one day" Included In liabilities item 26 
("Other liabilities for borrowed money"). 
Item definitions would be Improved and 
clarified to eliminate ambiguities which had 
previously existed. The treatment of repur¬ 
chase agreements on assets other than se¬ 
curities In maturities of one day has been 
specifically Included, while transactions in¬ 
volving due bills have been specifically 
excluded.

ACQUISITION OF FUEL EFFICIENT PAS¬ 
SENGER AUTOMOBILES BY THE FED¬ 
ERAL GOVERNMENT 

October 20, 1977. 

1. Purpose. This regulation establishes 
policy and procedures governing the ac¬ 
quisition of passenger automobiles by ex¬ 
ecutive agencies beginning in fiscal year 
1978. 

2. Effective date. Tins regulation is 
effective October 1, 1977. 

3. Expiration date. This regulation ex¬ 
pires September 30, 1978, unless sooner 
revised or superseded. Before the expira¬ 
tion date, this regulation will be codified 
in the permanent regulations of the Gen¬ 
eral Services Administration (GSA) ap¬ 
pearing in Title 41 CFR, Public Con¬ 
tracts and Property Management. 

4. Applicability. The provisions of this 
regulation apply to executive agencies as 
defined in subparagraph 5d. 

5. Background, a. Title in of the En¬ 
ergy Policy and Conservation Act added 
Title V. Improving Automotive Effi¬ 
ciency, to the Motor Vehicle Information 
and Cost Savings Act (15 U.S.C. 1901 et 
seq.). Executive Order 11912, dated April 
13. 1976, designated and empowered the 
Administrator of General Services to 
perform the functions vested in the 
President by section 510 of the Motor 
Vehicle Information and Cost Savings 
Act, as amended (89 Stat. 915, 15 U.S.C. 
2010). The implementation of the auto- 
thorities vested in the Administrator by 
Executive Order 11912 was accomplished 
by FPMR Temporary Regulation G-28, 
dated October 1,1976. 

b. Subsequent to the issuance of 
FPMR Temporary Regulation G-28, 
Executive Order 12003, dated July 20, 
1977, was issued which provided addi¬ 
tional requirements to those already es¬ 
tablished by the documents cited in sub- 
paragraph a, above. It is now mandatory 
that all passenger automobiles acquired 
by executive agencies for fiscal year 1978 
(beginning October 1, 1977) achieve a 
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fleet average fuel economy of not less 
than 20 miles per gallon, and that ex¬ 
cept as provided in subparagraph 6d, 
each vehicle acquired must meet or ex¬ 
ceed the average fuel economy standard 
of 18 miles per gallon. 

c. The applicable fleet average fuel 
economy objectives by fiscal year and 
average fuel economy standards are as 
follows:

d. As used in this regulation: (1) 

1 Fleet average fuel economy’* means the 
total number of passenger automobiles 
acquired during a fiscal year by execu¬ 
tive agencies (excluding passenger auto¬ 
mobiles designed to perform combat re¬ 
lated missions for the Armed Forces or 
designed to be used in law enforcement 
work or emergency rescue work) divided 
by a sum of terms, each term of which is 
a fraction created by dividing the num¬ 
ber of passenger automobiles so acquired 
of a given model type by the fuel econ¬ 
omy of that model type. 

(2) “Executive agency*’ means an ex¬ 
ecutive department, a Government cor¬ 
poration, or an independent establish¬ 
ment. 

(3) “Acquired” means purchased or 
leased for a period of 60 continuous days 
or more but does not include passenger 
automobiles obtained on assignment 
from the Interagency Motor Pool Sys¬ 
tem. 

(4) “Passenger automobiles” means 
those automobiles (other than automo¬ 
biles capable of off-highway operation) 
which the Secretary of Transportation 
determines by rule are manufactured 
primarily for use in the transportation 
of not more than 10 individuals. For pur¬ 
poses of this regulation passenger auto¬ 
mobiles shall mean those vehicles within 
the purview of Federal Specifications 
KKK-A-811 (sedans>. KKK-A-850 (sta¬ 
tion wagons), and comparable military 
specifications. Upon determination by 
the Secretary of Transportation, addi¬ 
tional vehicles may be included in this 
definition. 

(5) A “passenger automobile designed 
to be used in law enforcement work” 
means an automobile which is specifi¬ 
cally approved in an agency’s appropri¬ 
ation act, or certified by the head of an 
agency for use in law enforcement work. 
For automobiles so certified, the follow¬ 
ing heaviest duty components available 
shall be ordered for the model automo¬ 
bile being acquired: 


(a) Chassis frame, body mounts, and chas¬ 
sis components (i.e., radiator, fan blades, 
battery, alternator, starter, transmission, 
coolers, etc.); 

(b) Suspension (springs, shock absorbers, 
wheels, and stabilizer bar(s)); 

(c) Power disc/drum brakes and linings; 

(d) Inside hood latch release (If applica¬ 
ble for model acquired); 

(e) Transmission low gear lock out (if 
available for model acauired); 

(f) At least the next higher cubic inch 
displacement (CID) engine than Is standard 
for the automobile concerned; 

(g) Rubber or vinyl floor-covering, front 
and rear; 

(h) Seat assemblies; 

(I) Vinyl Interior upholstery and trim; 

(J) 120 mph speedometer (head calibrated 
to 2 percent accuracy); and 

(k) Police pursuit type tires. 

When a law enforcement agency does 
not need automobiles equipped with the 
above components because of its mission 
requirements, then items (a) through 
(f) constitute the minimum require¬ 
ments for an automobile designed to be 
used in law enforcement work. Addition¬ 
ally, the agency shall certify that such 
automobile is being used for law enforce¬ 
ment work and items (g) through (k) 
were not ordered for reasons related to 
the intended use of the automobile; e.g., 
surveillance work. 

6. Policy and Procedures, a. The policy 
and procedures set forth in this regula¬ 
tion governing the acquisition of passen¬ 
ger automobiles by executive agencies be¬ 
ginning in fiscal year 1978 are in compli¬ 
ance with Pub. L. 94-163 and Executive 
Orders 11912 and 12003. Attachment A 
outlines the procedures for acquiring fuel 
efficient passenger automobiles, and at¬ 
tachment B lists miles per gallon ratings 
to be used in the calculations. 

b. Requisitions submitted to GSA for 
passenger automobiles shall be in con¬ 
formance with the requirements of 
§ 101-26.501 and Subpart 101-38.13. 

c. Additionally, requisitions for passen¬ 
ger automobiles submitted to GSA pur¬ 
suant to agency plans developed in com¬ 
pliance with this regulation shall contain 
a certification that the acquisition is in 
conformance with Pub. L. 94-163 and 
Executive Order 12003 as implemented by 
this regulation. Each civil executive 
agency, the Office of the Secretary of De¬ 
fense, the military services, and defense 
agencies shall designate an official who 
shall be responsible for providing this 
certification. 

d. A passenger automobile acquired by 
an executive agency must meet or exceed 
the average fuel economy standard as 
shown in the corresponding fiscal year 
column in subparagraph 5c of this regu¬ 
lation for the appropriate model year. 

(l) The provisions of this regulation 
are not applicable to passenger automo¬ 
biles designed to perform combat related 
missions for the Armed Forces or de¬ 
signed to be used in law enforcement or 
emergency rescue work. 

(2) An agency may request exemptions 
from the provisions of subparagraph 6d 
for individual passenger automobiles 
used for special purposes. These requests 


shall be submitted in writing to the Gen¬ 
eral Services Administration (A), Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 20405, and shall state the 
reasons supporting the proposed acquisi¬ 
tion of a passenger automobile which 
does not meet the fuel economy standard. 
The Administrator of General Services 
will review the request and, with the con¬ 
currence of the Secretary of Energy, de¬ 
termine the appropriateness of the re¬ 
quest. The requesting agency will be in¬ 
formed of the determination. Automo¬ 
biles exempted under the provisions of 
this subparagraph 6d(2) shall be in¬ 
cluded in the calculation of an agency’s 
fleet average fuel economy. 

7. Agency comments. Agency comments 
with regard to clarification of the policy 
and procedures in this regulation may 
be sent to the General Services Adminis¬ 
tration (FAF), Washington, D.C. 20406, 
no later than December 30,1977, for con¬ 
sideration and possible incorporation 
into the permanent regulation. 

8. Reports. The report required by this 
regulation is in conformance with the 
provisions of Subpart 101-11.11 and has 
been assigned interagency report control 
number 0162-GSA-AN. 

9. Effect on other issuances. This regu¬ 
lation supersedes FPMR Temporary 
Regulation G-28, dated October 1, 1976, 
which expired on September 30,1977.

Attachment A— Acquisition of Fuel 
Efficient Passenger Automobiles 

1. Authority. Executive Order 11912, dated 
April 13, 1976, and Executive Order 12003. 
dated July 20, 1977, designate and empower 
the Administrator of General Services to per¬ 
form without approval, ratification, or other 
action by the President, the functions vested 
in the President by section 610 of the Motor 
Vehicle Information and Cost Savings Act, 
as amended (89 Stat. 915, 15 U.8.C. 2010). 

2. Implementation. In compliance with 
Executive Orders 11912 and 12003, GSA will 
administer a consolidated Federal fleet plan 
for passenger automobiles acquired by ex¬ 
ecutive agencies. The plan will be based on 
forecasts of total passenger automobile ac¬ 
quisition requirements by vehicle class sub¬ 
mitted by executive agencies to GSA on or 
before December 1 of each fiscal year. This 
forecast will serve as substantiation that 
each agency's acquisition plan Is In con¬ 
formance with the act; i.e., the agency plan 
will result in the achievement of the fleet 
average fuel economy prescribed for the ap¬ 
plicable fiscal year. GSA will administer the 
plan by maintaining a master record of the 
miles per gallon rating for passenger auto¬ 
mobiles actually acquired by each agency 
during the fiscal year. Each agency will be 
furnished periodically a listing of automo¬ 
biles acquired with the cumulative fleet 
average fuel economy attained to compare 
with its forecast. This will enable an agency 
to adjust future vehicle acquisitions, when 
necessary, to comply with the act by the 
end of the fiscal year. The Federal fleet plan 
will enable GSA to predict the total fleet 
average fuel economy to be achieved by all 
executive agencies prior to the end of the 
fiscal year and to provide management assist¬ 
ance to agencies, when necessary, to ensure 
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compliance \ylth the act. Forecasts of planned 
acquisitions shall he forwarded to the Gen¬ 
eral Services Administration (FZ) Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. 20406. not later than December 1 
of each fiscal year, in the format Illustrated 
in figure A-l. Interagency report control 
number 0162-GSA-AN has been assigned to 
this requested forecast. The miles per gallon 
ratings to be used in the forecast are illus¬ 
trated in attachment B. 

3. Agency responsibilities, a. Executive 
agencies shall furnish GSA a forecast of the 
total passenger automobile acquisition re¬ 
quirements for each fiscal year based on the 
latest applicable edition of the Gas Mileage 
Guide Issued Jointly by the U.S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) and the 
Department of Energy (DOE). Agencies 
which do not plan any such acquisitions 
(purchase or commercial lease), or which 
satisfy their total motor vehicle requirements 
from the GSA Interagency Motor Pool Sys¬ 
tem. shall furnish a negative forecast. Copies 
of the guide, as well as a guide for auto¬ 
mobiles sold in California, may be obtained 
by writing the Office of Voluntary Programs. 
NECP. Office of Conservation. Department of 
Energy, Washington, DC. 20461, or Fuel 
Economy. Pueblo. Colo. 81009. A sample cal¬ 
culation to clarify how the fleet average fuel 
economy is derived is illustrated In figure 
A-2. 

b. The forecast of the total agency pas¬ 
senger automobile acquisition requirements 
shall Include automobiles to be procured or 
leased for use in the conterminous United 
States. Alaska. Hawaii, Guam, the Virgin 
Islands, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, 
and the Canal Zone. The forecast shall not 
include passenger automobiles designed to 
perform combat related missions for the 
Armed Forces or designed to be used in law 
enforcement work or emergency rescue work. 

c. Requisitions for passenger automobiles 
sent to GSA for procurement action but for 
which a contract is not effected during the 
same fiscal year the requisitions are sub¬ 
mitted shall be included in the acquisition 
forecast for the following fiscal year. 

d. When a passenger automobile lease con¬ 
tains an option to renew and the option is 
exercised, that renewal action shall be in¬ 
cluded in the forecast as a new acquisition. 

e. In order to maintain a master record of 
all leased passenger automobiles, agencies 
shall forward to the General Services Ad¬ 
ministration (FZ). Washington. D.C. 20406, 
copies of all agreements for the leasing of 
passenger automobiles for a period of 60 
continuous days or more, including agree¬ 
ments to renew existing leases. When the 
lease agreement does not provide the follow¬ 
ing Information, it shall be submitted as an 
attachment to the lease. 

(1) Tear. 

(2) Make. 

(3) Model. 

(4) Transmission type. 

(5) Cubic inch displacement. 

(6) Fuel system (fuel Injection or car¬ 
buretor (number of barrels)). 

(7) If leased in California. 

4. GSA responsibilities, a. GSA will incor¬ 
porate into the Federal fleet plan forecasts 
of passenger automobile acquisition require¬ 
ments received from executive agencies. GSA 
assistance may be requested in preparing 
forecasts prior to submission. 

b. Each agency will be furnished period¬ 
ically a listing by GSA showing the status 
of passenger automobiles acquired with the 
fleet average fuel economy achieved to en¬ 
able the agency to determine the extent to 
which it is In conformance with the forecast 
submitted originally to GSA. The listing will 
enable an agency to make adjustments to its 
acquisition plan, when necessary, to ensure 


that its fleet average fuel economy Is achieved 
for the applicable fiscal year. 

c. Submission of requisitions for procure¬ 
ment or requests for authority to lease pas¬ 
senger automobiles which, in the opinion of 
GSA. will result in non-compliance'wlth the 
fleet average fuel economy by the end of the 
fiscal year may result in a directive that the 
planned acquisition be held in abeyance 
pending adjustment to the agency acquisi¬ 
tion plan.

PORT TRAFFIC CONTROL TOWERS 

POLICY FORMULATION 

Extension of Comment Period and Public 
Hearing 

On September 1, 1977, the Federal 
Aviation Administration published an in¬ 
vitation to all interested persons to com¬ 
ment on alternative approaches for the 
discontinuance or continued federal op¬ 
eration of selected airport traffic control 
towers (ATCTTs) currently in the U.S. air 
traffic control system (42 FR 44062 >. 
Identified in the notices were five poten¬ 
tial options and their implications. Those 
policy options are: (X) Continued federal 
operation of all 425 existing towers; (2) 
Cease operation of 8 towers meeting ex¬ 
isting discontinuance criteria; (3) Cease 
operation of ail 71 towers in which there 
is a net operating loss (reduced from 73 
towers appearing in 42 FR 44062); (4) 
Cease operation of a portion (35 to 40) 
of the towers identified in Option (3); or 
(5) Continue federal operation of all 
non-economic towers until fiscal year 
1980 to give state or local interests an 
opportunity to assume responsibility. 

The September 1 notice also presented 
analysis of the respective options and in¬ 
vited the submission by the public of 
statements or comments regarding the 
policy options in terms of the specific 
alternative stated in the notice. In addi¬ 
tion. the notice indicated that all com¬ 
ments received before October 15, 1977. 
would be considered prior to a decision 
on the application of the ATCT criteria 
for discontinuance. 

Thereafter, on September 15, 1977, the 
Federal Aviation Administration pub¬ 
lished a notice in the Federal Register 
(42 FR 46449) which announced that 
public hearings would be held to provide 
an additional avenue for the public to 
present information and views on the 
policy formulation. In accordance with 
this notice, public hearings were held on 
October 4, 1977, in Los Angeles. Calif.; 
on October 7, 1977, in Kansas City, Mo.; 
and on October 11. 1977, in Washington. 
D.C. 

Numerous oral and written comments 
were submitted to the FAA both during 
the hearings and in response to the orig¬ 
inal invitation to submit comments. In 
addition to the substantive comments, a 
number of persons expressed a need for 
additional time to fully prepare their 
written responses with respect to the 
alternative approaches presented by the 
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FAA. In light of these requests, and the 
FAA's desire to be as fully informed as 
possible prior to making any decision 
with respect to ATCT discontinuance 
criteria, the FAA believes it appropriate 
to hold an additional public hearing and 
to provide an additional period of time 
jn which interested persons will be per¬ 
mitted to submit relevant comments.

15 , 1977, convening at 9:30 a.m. and 7:00 
p.m. at FAA Southern Regional Head¬ 
quarters, Room 702, 3400 Whipple Street, 
East Point, Ga.

The hearing will be informal in nature 
and will be conducted by a designated 
representative of the Administrator. 

Since the hearing will not be eviden¬ 
tiary or Judicial in nature, there will be 
no cross-examination or other adjudica¬ 
tory procedure applied to the presenta¬ 
tions.

SUMMARY: This publication estab¬ 
lishes certain new and revised health 
and safety standards for metal and non- 
metal mining other than coal and lig¬ 
nite mining. It makes final certain defi¬ 
nitions and standards that were pro¬ 
posed as Part n in the Federal Register 
on January 28, 1977 (42 FR 5546-5565). 
The standards are intended to improve 
health and safety conditions and prac¬ 
tices carried on in the metal and non- 
metal mineral industries. 

EFFECTIVE DATE: The amendments, 
revisions, and revocation of standards 
shall be effective on November 30. 1977.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
Statutory Rulemaking Procedures 

Under the rulemaking authority of sec¬ 
tion 6 of the Federal Metal and Non- 
metalic Mine Safety Act (30 U.S.C. 725), 
the Secretary of the Interior published a 
notice of proposed rulemaking to amend 
Parts 55, 56, and 57, Subchapter N. Chap¬ 
ter I, Title 30, Code of Federal Regula¬ 
tions in Part II of the Federal Register 
on Friday, January 28,1977 (42 FR 5546- 
5565): republication of page 5560 on 
February 8. 1977 (42 FR 7968>; correc¬ 
tion notices published on March 2, 1977 
(42 FR 12068) and March 4, 1977 (42 FR 
12442 and 12443). The notice proposed 
revising certain existing mandatory 
standards, adding certain new defini¬ 
tions. deleting or revising certain advi¬ 
sory standards and making them man¬ 
datory, and adding new mandatory 
standards, all relating to mining activi¬ 
ties and hazards in the general areas of 
ground control, fire prevention and con¬ 
trol, ventilation and radiation, loading 
and hauling and dumping, man hoisting, 
travelways and escapeways, electricity, 
personal protection, miscellaneous, and 
gassy mines. 

Each of the standards and actions con¬ 
tained in the notice was developed or 
revised after consultation with the Fed- 
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eral Metal and Nonmetal Mine Safety 
Advisory Committee appointed pursuant 
to section 7 of the Act (30 U.S.C. 726). 
In accordance with section 10(a) of the 
Federal Advisory Committee Act (5 
U.S.C. Appendix I (Supp. V 1975)) the 
standards and definitions were included 
in agendas which were made available 
to the public, discussed during open 
meetings of the Advisory Committee 
with timely notices of such meetings 
published in the Federal Register, and 
interested persons were permitted to at¬ 
tend, appear before, and file statements 
with the Advisory Committee before, 
during, and to 30 days after the meet¬ 
ings. 

The notice further provided that each 
proposed standard which was to be a 
mandatory standard was designated by 
the word “Mandatory” at the beginning 
of the standard and if the mandatory 
standard had been recommended by the 
Federal Metal and Nonmetal Mine Safety 
Advisory Committee, the standard was 
preceded by the word “Mandatory” and 
the letters “MNMSAC” in this manner 
“Mandatory. MNMSAC * * V* 

Under subsections (b), (c), and (e) 
of section 6 (30 U.S.C. 725 (b). (c). and 
(e)) # proposed mandatory standards 
which had been recommended by the 
Federal Metal and Nonmetal Mine Safe¬ 
ty Advisory Committee were subject to 
comment, but were not subject to a pub¬ 
lic hearing. Interested persons, there¬ 
fore, were requested by the notice to sub¬ 
mit written data, views, or arguments to 
the Administrator. Mining Enforcement 
and Safety Administration (MESA), De¬ 
partment of the Interior, on or before 
March 14, 1977. On expiration of the 
comment period and after consideration 
of all relevant matter presented, the 
Secretary then could promulgate dsuch 
standards. 

Written comments, data, views, argu¬ 
ments and suggestions on those pro¬ 
posed mandatory standards designated 
“MNMSAC” were timely received. The 
definitions, mandatory standards and 
revocation of standards promulgated be¬ 
low are those proposed definitions and 
mandatory standards that were desig¬ 
nated “MNMSAC,” not subject to public 
hearing, and on which comments were 
received. The comments, views, and sug¬ 
gestions received on these proposed 
standards designated “MNMSAC” have 
been fully and carefully considered. 

Changes and Comments 

The second sentence in the definition 
of “fire door” in Part 57 is changed in 
view of comments questioning the test¬ 
ing procedure and interpretation. That 
portion of the sentence which reads “A 
fire door shall have a fire resistance rat¬ 
ing of 1V 2 hours or greater * • •” is 
changed to read “A fire door shall be 
constructed of materials and assembled 
so as to be equivalent to a door having 
a fire resistance rating of IY 2 hours or 
greater • • Where there are double 
air-lock doors, should either door of a 
double air-lock door meet the qualities 
of the definition, that door would be a 
“fire door.” 


The term “overcurrent” is being with¬ 
held in Parts 55, 56, and 57 pending use 
of the term in a standard. 

Mandatory standard 57.3-33 is 
changed in response to comments by 
adding the clarifying sentence, “Periodic 
testing of torque wrenches means when 
repaired or at least annually, and when¬ 
ever a torque wrench is suspected o' 
being inaccurate or damaged.” 

Mandatory standard 57.3-35 is chnn~ 
editorially by substituting the more 
common terminology “• • • duly au¬ 
thorized representative, • • •” for 

“• • * designated representative. • * 

Mandatory standards 55.3-51. 56.3-52, 
and 57.3-51 are changed by substituting 
“a” for “each” and moving the phrase* 
“where manual scaling may be required'’ 
and “at a work place” in each standard 
so as to read “Where manual scaling may 
be required at a work place. • • •*• 
thereby introducing the standard with 
the limiting requirement. In addition. 
“• • * on the end held by the user * • •" 
is substituted for “* • * on one end • • \” 
so as to reduce the possibility of acci¬ 
dental piercing of the user. 

Mandatory standards 55.3-53, 56.3 53. 
and 57.3-53, initially proposed as stand¬ 
ards 55.3-54, 56.3-54, and 57.3-54, are 
changed by substituting “* • • an¬ 
chorage test procedures • • •” for 
* anchorage pull-test procedures 

• • and the superfluous words “set 
forth” are deleted. The changes are 
made to clarify intent and to permit 
the possible development of new sys¬ 
tems for determining anchorage capac¬ 
ity. Such tests allow that ground 
support conditions requiring the use of 
rock bolts vary widely and each opera¬ 
tor must implement a procedure estab¬ 
lished for his own particular installa¬ 
tion. After such tests have been com¬ 
pleted, should additional ground sup¬ 
port problems occur, the operator will 
take appropriate action followed by test¬ 
ing again, as applicable. 

Mandatory standards 55.3-54, 56.3-54, 
and 57.3-54, initially proposed as stand¬ 
ards 55.3-53, 56.3-53. and 57.3-53, are 
changed by substituting “Rock bolts 
used as a means of ground support and 
which require torquing • • •” for “Rock- 
bolt installation requiring torquing 

• * ♦” and “• • • obtained by tests # • •” 
for “* * • of tests * * *” so as to 
read “Rock bolts used as a means of 
ground support and which require torqu¬ 
ing shall be torqued to a value within 
the range determined from information 
obtained by tests * • In addition. 
“• • * the applied torque cause a bolt 
tension * • •” is substituted for "• * * 
installation torques cause bolt tensions 

• ♦ The changes are made in view 
of comments so as to clarify that in¬ 
stallation is based on expected perform¬ 
ance as determined from actual tests 
made in the strata that is to be sup¬ 
ported. 

Mandatory standards 55.3-55, 56.3-55, 
and 57.3-55 are changed by substituting 
“When installing ♦ • •” for “In install¬ 
ing • • •” editorially, and under (d) in 
response to comment, “• • • equivalent 
to • • *” for “* ♦ * such as ♦ • V These 
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standards provide, among other things, 
that testing will be accomplished before 
advancing under a supported roof. 
Experience has shown that the support 
provided by point-anchor rock-bolt in¬ 
stallations are not to be considered se¬ 
cure until tested. Other support systems 
are not excluded by these standards, but 
are required should torquing of the ma¬ 
jority of point-anchor rock bolts in¬ 
stalled prove to be inadequate. 

In view of comments to clarify what 
is meant by “protected against possible 
damage.” mandatory standard 57.5-18P 
is changed so as to read, “All under¬ 
ground main fans shall have controls 
placed at suitable protected locations 
remote from the fan and preferably on 
the surface.” 

Mandatory standard 57.5-46 is changed 
by substituting “ • • • removing both 
the radon and its daughters” for “• • * 
removing both radon and its daughters.” 
The change was made in view* of a com¬ 
ment that all of the radon and its 
daughters must be removed by the face 
mask as opposed to removing just some 
of the radon and its daughters. 

Mandatory standards 55.9-56, 56.9-56, 
and 57.9-56 are changed editorially by 
deleting the superfluous word “all.” 

Mandatory standard 57.11-55 is 
changed in view of several comments 
so as to require an emergency hoisting 
facility only for that portion of a desig¬ 
nated escapeway which is inclined more 
than 30 degrees and that is more than 
300 feet in vertical extent. 

Mandatory standards 55.12-6, 56.12-6, 
and 57.12-6 are changed in view of a 
comment to clarify what visual observa¬ 
tion is necessary; thus, “• • • when 
such a device is open and that the cir¬ 
cuit is deenergized, and the distribution 
box shall be labeled to show which cir¬ 
cuit each device controls” is substituted 
for “• * • that the circuit is deener¬ 
gized when such devices are open and 
shall be labeled to show which units 
they control.” 

Mandatory standards 55.12-10, 56.12- 
10, and 57.12-10 are changed by sub¬ 
stituting “• • • suitable insulation, 
or both, • ♦ *” for “• • • additional 
insulation, * • The purpose of this 
standard is to prevent telephone and 
low voltage signal wires from unintended 
sources of electrical power by isolation, 
or insulation, or both. 

Mandatory standards 55.12-12, 56.12- 
12, and 57.12-12 are changed by sub¬ 
stituting “ • • • 48 volts” for “• • • 
40 volts.” The suggested change to 48 
volts would allow 4 conventional 12-volt 
batteries to be connected in series with¬ 
out significantly altering the intended 
protection from the voltage potential of 
bare signal wires. 

Mandatory standard 57.12-16 is re¬ 
vised by substituting “Electrically pow¬ 
ered equipment • • •” for “Electrical 
equipment • • and the words “* * • 
mechanical work • • •” for “♦ * ♦ work 
*" so as to clarify the intent and ap¬ 
plication of the standard in response to 
comments. Work on electrical circuits of 
such equipment is covered under manda¬ 
tory standard 57.12-17. 


The second sentences of mandatory 
standards 55.12-28, 56.12-28, and 57.12- 
28 are changed by substituting “A rec¬ 
ord of the resistance measured during 
the most recent test shall be made avail¬ 
able on a request by the Secretary or his 
duly authorized representative.” 

Mandatory standards 55.15-6, 56.15-6, 
and 57.15-6 are changed by substituting 
“Special protective equipment and spe¬ 
cial protective clothing • • ♦” for “Spe¬ 
cial protective equipment and clothing 
* ? *” to clarify the intent that only 
special equipment and only special cloth¬ 
ing are required to be provided. As used 
in these three standards—until defined 
in 55.2, 56.2, and 57.2—the term “me¬ 
chanical irritants" means agents such as 
foreign particles that may become lodged 
hi the eye, fiber glass or fine gritty like 
particles that may become embedded in 
the skin, rough brick or rough hewn ma¬ 
terials such as timbers that must be 
handled. 

Mandatory standard 57.19-18 is 
changed by substituting “When an over¬ 
travel by-pass switch is installed, the 
switch shall function to allow the con¬ 
veyance to be moved • ♦ *” for “An over¬ 
travel by-pass switch shall be installed 
on hoists, where necessary, that will al¬ 
low the conveyance to travel • • V* The 
change should clarify the fact that the 
standard does not require such switches 
to be installed, but should they be in¬ 
stalled, the switch must meet certain 
criteria. 

Mandatory standard 57.19-133 is re¬ 
worded in response to comments to clar¬ 
ify intent. If a shaft has been inspected 
within the past 7 days, that shaft has 
been inspected at least weekly. Whereas 
the new wording retains the concept that 
a shaft shall not be used if it has not 
been inspected at least weekly, it elimi¬ 
nates the question as to “what is an idle 
shaft.” The competent person, however, 
would necessarily be relied on to inspect 
the shaft in sufficient detail to verify the 
safety required for continued use of 
the shaft for at least the next 7 days. 

The term “active working areas” as 
used in mandatory standards 55.20-2, 56.- 
20-2, and 57.20-2—until defined in 55.2, 
56.2, and 57.2—means at suitable loca¬ 
tions accessible to a miner from his 
working place. 

Mandatory standards 55.20-13, 56.20- 
13, and 57.20-13 are changed by substi¬ 
tuting "• • • provided at suitable loca¬ 
tions • • •” for “• • • provided • • •“ 
The changes are made to clarify intent 
and to give added consideration to judge¬ 
ment on the number of such receptacles 
needed and the placing of such recep¬ 
tacles. 

Parts 55, 56, and 57, Subchapter N, 
Chapter X, Title 30, Code of Federal Reg¬ 
ulations are amended as set forth below.

Part 55, Subchapter N. Chapter I, 
Title 30, Code of Federal Regulations 
is amended and revised as follows: 

§ 55.2 [ Amended J 

A. Section 55.2 “Definitions” is 
amended as follows: 

1. A new f definition for the term “over¬ 
load” is added alphabetically to 5 55.2 
as follows: 

“Overload'* means that current which will 
cause an excessive or dangerous temperature 
in the conductor or conductor insulation. 

§ 55.3 [Amended] 

B. Section 55.3 “Ground control” is 
amended as follows: 

1. Advisory standard 55.3-11 is re¬ 
numbered 55.3-50, and made mandatory 
and revised to read as follows: 

55.3- 50 Mandatory. Material, other than 
hanging material, to be broken by second¬ 
ary drilling and blasting, or by any other 
method shall be positioned or blocked to 
prevent hazardous movement before persons 
commence breaking operations. Persons who 
perform those operations shall work from a 
location where, If movement of material 
occurs, those persons will not be endangered. 

2. New* mandatory standard 55.3-51 
is added to read as follows: 

55.3- 51 Mandatory. Where manual scal¬ 
ing may be required at a work place, a 
scaling bar of sufficient length to place the 
user out of danger of falling material shall 
be provided. The scaling bar shall be blunt 
on the end held by the user. Picks or other 
short tools shall not be used for seeding 
when their use places the user in danger 
of falling material. 

3. Standard number 55.3-11 is re¬ 
served: 

55.3- 11 (Reserved! 

4. New mandatory standard 55.3-53 is 
added to read as follows: 

56.3- 53 Mandatory. When rock bolts arc 
used as a means of ground support, anchor¬ 
age test procedures shall be established and 
test, shall be conducted to determine the 
anchorage capacity of rock-bolt installations. 
Test results shall be in writing and made 
available to the Secretary or his duly author¬ 
ized representative. 

5. New mandatory standard 55.3-54 is 
added to read as follows: 

55.3- 54 Mandatory. Rock bolts used as a 
means of ground support and which require 
torquing shall be torqued to a value within 
the range determined from information ob¬ 
tained by tests in the strata in which the 
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rock-bolt assembly Is used. In no case shall 
the applied torque cause a bolt tension that 
would exceed the yield point or anchorage 
capacity of the rock-bolt assembly being 
used. 

6. New mandatory' standard 55.3-55 is 
added to read as follows: 

55.3- 55 Mandatory. When Installing 
point-anchor rock bolts: 

(a) A torque test shall be conducted on at 
least every fourth Installed bolt. 

(b) Torque testing shall be conducted Im¬ 
mediately after bolt installation. 

(c) If the recommended torque has not 
been achieved, the equipment used to install 
the bolt shall be adjusted and the next bolt 
Installed shall then be tested. 

(d) If the recommended torque has not 
been achieved on the majority of bolts In¬ 
stalled in a working place through equip¬ 
ment adjustment, supplemental support 
equivalent to longer roof bolts with adequate 
anchorage, steel or wood sets, or cribs shall 
be installed.

All underground 
main fans shall have controls placed at a 
suitable protected location remote from the 
Ian and preferably on the surface. 

2. New mandatory standard 57.5-45 
which is applicable to underground only 
is added to read as follows: 

57.5- 45 Mandatory. Inactive workings. In 
which radon daughter concentrations are 
above 1.0 WL. shall be posted against unau¬ 
thorized entry and designated by signs in¬ 
dicating them as areas in which approved 
respirators shall be worn. 

3. New mandatory standard 57.5-46 
which is applicable to underground only 
is added to read as follows: 

57.5- 46 Mandatory. Where radon daughter 
concentrations exceed 10 WL, respirator pro¬ 
tection against radon gas shall be provided In 
addition to protection against radon 
daughters. Protection against radon gas 
shall be provided by supplied air devices or 
by face masks containing absorbent material 
capable of removing both the radon and Its 
daughters. 

§ 57.9 [Amended] 

R. Section 57.9 “Loading, hauling, 
dumping” is amended as follows: 

1. Advisory standard 57.9-35 which is 
applicable to surface and underground 
is made mandatory and revised to read 
as follows: 

57.9- 35 Mandatory. Movements of two or 
more pieces of rail equipment operating In¬ 
dependently on the same track shall be suit¬ 
ably controlled for safe operation. 

2. Advisory standard 57.9-56 which is 
applicable to surface and underground is 
made mandatory and revised to read as 

follows: 

57.9- 56 Mandatory. Where neoeasary, 
bumper blocks or the equivalent shall be 
provided at track dead-ends. 

3. Advisory standard 57.9-112 which is 
applicable to underground only is made 
mandatory and revised to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

57.9- 112 Mandatory. On rail haulage, trip 
Ughta shall be used on the rear of pulled 
trips and on the front of p\ished tripe. 

§ 57.11 [Amended] 

S. Section 57.11 “Travelways and es¬ 
capeways” is amended as follows: 

1. Mandatory standard 57.11-50 which 
is applicable to underground only Is re¬ 
vised to read as follows: 

57.11-50 Mandatory. Every mine shall 
have two or more separate, properly main¬ 
tained escapeways to the surface from the 
lowest levels which are so positioned that 
damage to one shall not lessen the effective¬ 
ness of the others. A method of refuge shall 
be provided while a second opening to the 
surface is being developed. A second escape¬ 
way is recommended, but not required, dur¬ 
ing the exploration or development of an ore 
body. 

In addition to separate escapeways. a 
method of refuge shall be provided for every 
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employee who cannot reach the surface from 
his working place through at least two sep¬ 
arate escapeways within a time limit of one 
hour when using the normal exit method. 
These refugee must be positioned so that the 
employee can reach one of them within 30 
minutes from the time he leaves his work¬ 
place. 

2. Mandatory standard 57.11-55 which 
is applicable to underground only is re¬ 
vised to read as follows: 

67.11- 55 Mandatory . Any portion of a 
designated escapeway which Is Inclined more 
than 30 degrees from the horizontal and that 
Is more than 300 feet Ln vertical extent shall 
be provided with an emergency hoisting 
facility. 

§57.12 [Amended] 

T. Section 57.12 “Electricity” U 
amended as follows: 

1. Mandatory standard 57.12-5 which 
is applicable to surface and underground 
is revised to read as follows: 

57.12- 5 Mandatory. Mobile equipment 
shall not run over power conductors, nor 
shall loads be dragged over power conductors, 
unless the conductors are properly bridged or 
protected. 

2. Advisory standard 57.12-5 which is 
applicable to surface and underground is 
made mandatory and revised to read as 
follows: 

57.12- 6 Mandatory. Distribution boxes 
shall be provided with a disconnecting de¬ 
vice for each branch circuit. Such discon¬ 
necting devices shall be equipped or designed 
In such a manner that It can be determined 
by visual observation when such a device Is 
open and that the circuit Is deenergized, and 
the distribution box shall be labeled to show 
which circuit each device controls. 

3. Advisory standard 57.12-10 which 
is applicable to surface and underground 
is made mandatory and revised to read 
as follows: 

57.12- 10 Mandatory. Telephone and low- 
potential signal wire shall be protected, by 
isolation or suitable insulation, or both, from 
contacting energized power conductors or 
any other power source. 

4. Advisory standard 57.12-12 which 
is applicable to surface and underground 
is made mandatory and revised to read 
as follows: 

57.12- 12 Mandatory. The potential on 
bare signal wires accessible to contact by 
persons shall not exceed 48 volts. 

5. Mandatory standard 57.12-14 which 
is applicable to surface and underground 
is revised to read as follows: 

57.12- 14 Mandatory. Power cables ener¬ 
gized to potentials in excess of 150 volts, 
phase* to-ground, shall not be moved with 
equipment unless sleds or slings, insulated 
from such equipment, are used. When such 
energized cables are moved manually, in¬ 
sulated hooks, tongs, ropes, or slings shall be 
used unless suitable protection for persons Is 
provided by other means. This docs not pro¬ 
hibit pulling or dragging of cable by the 
equipment it powers when the cable is phys¬ 
ically attached to the equipment by suita¬ 
ble mechanical devices, and the cable is In¬ 
sulated from the equipment in conformance 
with other standards in this Part. 

6. Mandatory standard 57.12-16 which 
is applicable to surface and underground 
is revised to read as follows: 
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57.12- 16 Mandatory. Electrically powered 
equipment shall be deenergized before me¬ 
chanical work is done on such equipment. 
Power switches shall be locked out or other 
measures taken which shall prevent the 
equipment from being energized without the 
knowledge of the Individuals working on It. 
Suitable warning notices shall be posted at 
the power switch and signed by the Individ¬ 
uals who are to do the work. Such locks or 
preventive devices shall be removed only by 
the persons who Installed them or by au¬ 
thorized personnel. 

7. Mandatory standard 57.12-28 which 
is applicable to surface and underground 
is revised to read as follows: 

57.12- 28 Mandatory. Continuity and re¬ 
sistance of grounding systems shall be tested 
immediately after installation, repair, and 
modification; and annually thereafter. A rec¬ 
ord of the resistance measured during the 
most recent test shall be made available on a 
request by the Secretary or his duly author¬ 
ized representative. 

8. Advisory standard 57.12-83 which Is' 
applicable to underground only is made 
mandatory and revised to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

57.12- 83 Mandatory. Power cables in. 
shafts and boreholes shall be fastened se¬ 
curely in such a manner as to prevent un¬ 
due strain on the sheath, insulation, or con¬ 
ductors. 

9. Advisory standard 57.12-84 which Is 
applicable to underground only is made 
mandatory and revised to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

57.12- 84 Mandatory. Disconnecting 

switches that can be opened safely under 
load shall be provided underground at all 
branch circuits extending from primary 
power circuits near shafts, adits, levels and 
boreholes. 

§ 57.15 [Amended] 

U. Section 57.15 “Personal protection” 
is amended as follows: 

1. Advisory standard 57.15-6 which is 
applicable to surface and underground 
is made mandatory and revised to read 
as follows: 

67.15-6 Mandatory. Special protective 
equipment and special protective clothing 
shall be provided, maintained In a sanitary 
and reliable condition and used whenever 
(1) hazards of* process or environment, (2) 
chemical hazards. (3) radiological hazards, 
or (4) mechanical irritants are encountered 
In a manner capable of causing injury or 
impairment. 

§57.19 [Amended] 

V. Section 57.19 “Man hoisting” is 
amended as follows: 

1. Advisory standard 57.19-11 is made 
mandatory and revised to read as fol¬ 
lows : 

67.19- 11 Mandatory. Flanges on drums 
shall extend radially a minimum of 4 inches 
or three rope diameters beyond the last wrap, 
whichever is the lesser. 

2. New mandatory standard 57.19-14 
is added to read as follows: 

57.19- 14 Mandatory. In a friction hoist 
Installation, tapered guides or other ap¬ 
proved devices shall be Installed above and 
below the limits of regular travel of the 
conveyance and arranged to prevent over¬ 
travel In the event of failure of other devices. 
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3. New mandatory standard 57:19-18 
is added to read as follows: 

67.19- 18 Mandatory. When an overtravel 
by-pass switch Is Installed, the switch shall 
function so as to allow the conveyance to 
be moved through the overtravel position 
when the switch is held In the closed posi¬ 
tion by the holstman. The overtravel by¬ 
pass switch shall return automatically to the 
open position when released by the hoist- 
man. 

4. Advisory standard 57.19-56 is made 
mandatory and revised to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

67.19- 60 Mandatory When automatic 
hoisting is used, a competent operator of 
the hoist shall be readily available at or near 
the hoisting device while any person is under¬ 
ground. 

5. New mandatory standard 57.19-83 is 
added to read as follows: 

67.19- 83 Mandatory. A manually operated 
device shall be installed on each electric 
hoist that will allow the conveyance or coun¬ 
terbalance to be removed from an overtravel 
position. Such device shall not release the 
brake, or brakes, holding the overtravelled 
conveyance or counterbalance until sufficient 
drive motor torque has been developed to as¬ 
sure movement of the conveyance or coun¬ 
terbalance in the correct direction only. 

6. Advisory standard 57.19-133 is made 
mandatory and revised to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

67.19- 133 Mandatory. Shafts that have 
not been Inspected within the past 7 days 
shall not be used until an inspection has 
been conducted by a competent person. 
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§ 57.20 [Amended] 

W. Section 57.20 “Miscellaneous” is 
amended as follows: 

1. Mandatory standard 57.20-2 which 
is applicable to surface and underground 
is revised to read as follows: 

67.20- 2 Mandatory. An adequate supply 
of potable drinking water shall be provided 
at all active working areas. 

(a) The common drinking cup and con¬ 
tainers from which drinking water must 
be dipped or poured are prohibited. 

(b) Where single service cups are sup¬ 
plied, a sanitary container for unused cups 
and a receptacle for used cups shall be 
provided. 

(c) When water is cooled by ice, the ice 
shall either be of potable water or shall not 
come in contact with the water. 

(d) Potable water outlets shall be posted. 

(e) Potable water systems shall be con¬ 
structed to prevent back-flow or back- 
siphonage of non-potable water. 

2. Mandatory standard 57.20-13 which 
is applicable to surface and underground 
is added to read as follows: 

57.20- 13 Mandatory. Receptacles with 
covers shall be provided at suitable locations 
and used for the disposal of waste food and 
associated materials. They shall be emptied 
frequently and shall be maintained in a clean 
and sanitary condition. 

§ 57.21 [Amended] 

X. Section 57.21 “Gassy mines” is 
amended as follows: 

1. Advisory Standard 57.21-31 is made 
mandatory and revised to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

67.21.31 Mandatory. Auxiliary fans shall 
be inspected by competent persons at least 
twice each operating shift. 


2. Mandatory standard 57.21-33 is re¬ 
vised to read as follows: 

67.21- 33 Mandatory. The volume and 
velocity of the current of air coursed through 
all active areas shall be sufficient to dilute 
render harmless, and carry away methane 
smoke, fumes, and dust. 

3. Advisory standard 57.21-53 is made 
mandatory and revised to read as fol¬ 
lows : 

67.21- 53 Mandatory. Stoppings in cross¬ 
cuts between intake and return airways, on 
entries other than room entries, shaU be built 
of solid, substantial material: exposed sur¬ 
faces shall be made of flre-resistant material 
or, if the material mined is combustible, 
stopping shall be made of non-combustible 
material. 

4. Advisory Standard 57.21-66 is made 
mandatory and revised to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

67.21- 66 Mandatory. The mine foreman 
or other designated official shall read and 
countersign promptly the reports of the re¬ 
quired examinations made by competent 
persons. Where such reports disclose hazard¬ 
ous conditions, the affected employees shall 
be so informed and such conditions shall be 
corrected promptly. If such conditions create 
an Imminent danger, the operator shall with¬ 
draw all persons from, or prevent any person 
from entering, as the case may be, the area 
affected by such conditions, except those 
persons referred to in section 8(a) of the Fed¬ 
eral Metal and Nonmetalllc Mine Safety Act 
until such danger is abated. A responsible 
mine official at the next highest level of au¬ 
thority, if such level exists, shall also read 
and countersign at least weekly the required 
reports to insure that proper Inspections have 
been made and remedial action taken.

L. 93-234), amended, re¬ 
quires the purchase of flood insurance 
as a condition of Federal financial as¬ 
sistance if such assistance is: (1) for 
acquisition and construction purposes, 
and (2) for property located in a special 
flood hazard area identified by the Sec¬ 
retary of Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment. 

The requirement applies to all identi¬

flood insurance as a condition of Federal 
financial assistance if such assistance is: 
(1) for acquisition and construction pur¬ 
poses. and (2) for property located in a 
special flood hazard area identified by 
the Secretary of Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment. 

The requirement applies to all identi¬ 
fied special flood hazard areas within the 
United States, and no such financial as¬ 
sistance can legally be provided for ac¬ 
quisition or construction in these areas 
unless the community has entered the 
program and insurance is purchased. Ac¬ 
cordingly, for communities listed under 
this Part such restriction exists as of the 
effective date of suspension because in¬ 
surance. which is required, cannot be 
purchased. 


Section 1315 of the National Flood In¬ 
surance Act of 1968, as amended (42 
U.S.C. 4022) prohibits flood insurance 
coverage as authorized under the Na¬ 
tional Flood Insurance Program (42 
U.S.C. 4001-4128) unless an appropriate 
public body shall have adopted adequate 
flood plain management measures with 
effective enforcement measures. The 
communities suspended in this notice no 
longer meet that statutory requirement 
for comp liance with program regulations 
(24 CFR Part 1909 et seq.). Accordingly, 
the communities are suspended on the 
effective date in the list below. 

The Federal Insurance Administrator 
finds that delayed effective dates would 
be contrary to the public interest. The 
Administrator also finds that notice and 
public procedure under 5 U.S.C. 553(b) 
are impracticable and unnecessary. 

In each entry, a complete chronology 
of effective dates appears for each listed 
community.

There are four species of pheasants that I 
would like to get depending on which ones 
Are available. They are the Swinhoe (Lophura 
Swinhoii), Brown-Eared (Crossoptilon mant- 
churicum), Humes-Bartailed ( Syrmaticus 
humaie), and Mikado ( Syrmaticus mikado), 
I would like to have the unlimited permit 


so I will be able to purchase these birds 
whenever they are available. 

They will be housed in pens that have an 
outside run and a shelter in which they can 
be locked inside during stormy weather. The 
shelter house would be six feet square by 
eight feet high that slopes to six feet. The 
outside run would be ten feet wide and 
twenty-four feet wide by six feet high. 


I will be the one who will be taking care 
of the pheasants. I have been raising pheas¬ 
ants and peafowl for about the last five years' 
I am willing to participate in a cooperation 
breeding program and to contribute data 
on a studbook. I have a friend that also iives 
in Minn, and we will be helping each othr-r 
from time to time breeding birds. 

Depending on how far I have to travel to 
buy the birds they will be put in a small 
wooden box. It will be big enough for them 
to stand and turn around. The box will be 
covered to keep the birds in the dark to keep 
them settled. If it’s a long trip they will be 
given sufficient time for water and feed i n 
which I will personally attend them. 

Their transportation will be by car as 1 will 
not have them shipped by plane or other I 
would get the birds myself. 

I have not bad any of these birds before so 
I cannot comment on mortalities. The birds 
I have now are okay. I have had a couple die 
of colds and sinus problems. To combat this 
I have given the sick birds an injection of 
penicillin and in a couple of days the birds 
are back to normal. 

I need the permit so I can buy these birds 
legally from other states. And so I can also 
sell the young that I would raise. If I were 
ever to quit I would sell out to other people 
who are qualified to raise and purchase them.

(3) I have raised Swinhoe. Brown Eared, 
White Eared, and Elliots, for the past three 
years, with no adult mortalities, and only 
a 2 percent mortality with the chicks. 

(4) I would be more than willing to co¬ 
operate in a breeding program, and keep 
accurate records as I believe the only reason 
some species exist today.

Indian manatees, Trichechus manatus, sex 
unspecified. Up to 75 of the manatees would 
be captured, tagged in several ways (e.g. 
freeze brands, dart-type spaghetti tags, 
transmitters, and paint tags) and released at 
the site. The remaining manatees would be 
tagged without being captured. As possible, 
morphological and physiological data would 
be collected from those animals captured 
for tagging (weights, measurements, blood, 
urine and body temperature). 

The wild manatees captured for tagging, 
data collection, and release would also be 
made available to scientific investigators who 
might have special interests that could be 
satisfied during the tagging process, e.g. 
studies of manatee optics and respiratory 
gasses might be possible without interfering 
with tagging and blood collection procedures.

li. Under permit PRT 9-25-C. the National 
Pish and Wildlife Laboratory has captured 
nine manatees. NFWL has appropriate nets, 
padded restraint platforms (specially de¬ 
signed for manatees) and experienced per¬ 
sonnel available for capture and tagging op¬ 
erations, 
iii. NA. 

lv. Restraint platforms are covered with 
10 cm foam. Adjustable net restraint straps 
may be placed at any location along the 
length of the platform (the netting of the 
straps allows moisture to freely reach the 
skin). A padded board restrains the tail. 
The animals are covered with moist sheets 
and sprayed at frequent intervals. Our ex¬ 
perience has been tbat the manatees are 
generally inactive after removal from the wa¬ 
ter so that restraint straps are usually loose¬ 
ly tied unless active restraint is necessary. 

v. No manatee deaths have been directly 
related to our capture or tagging activities. 
One manatee died of unknown causes (de¬ 
spite an extensive post-mortem examination) 
five days after tagging with a strapped-on 
sonic tag. Another manatee died of sys¬ 
tematic problems associated with granulom¬ 
atous lesions of the lungs and lymphatic 


system, ten months after transport to an 

oceanarium.

(8) The National Fish and Wildlife Labora¬ 
tory has been charged by the Department, of 
the Interior to conduct studies of the West 
Indian manatee. Trichechus manatus which 
is covered by the Endangered Species Act of 
1973 (Pub. L. 93-205; 87 Stat. 884) and the 
Marine Mammal Protection Act of 1972 (Pub 
L. 92-522; 86 Stat. 1027). 

Manatees are most often found In bays 
estuaries, and sluggish rivers primarily 
peninsular Florida, the West Indies, and 
Central America. THey are totally aquatic 
and usually can only be observed consistent¬ 
ly In selected clear water environments, it is 
essential that data be collected concerning 
movements, activities, and habitat utiliza¬ 
tion of individual animals. Such data are 
necessary foundations upon which to base 
sound conservation and management deci¬ 
sions. Tagging and tracking techniques de¬ 
veloped previously under Permit 9-25-C pro¬ 
vide the most effective means presently avail¬ 
able to obtain the required data. Ancillary 
data collected during the brief captive period 
will also greatly enhance our understand im? 
of manatee biology. 

Capture, Tagging—The animals would be 
captured utilizing techniques developed by 
this laboratory. The animals would be en¬ 
trapped in shallow water with a long net. 
The net would then be drawn Into shore 
where Individual animals would be re¬ 
strained. The manatee would then be tagged 
with a sonic or radio tag. and/or freeze 
branded, and/or spaghetti tagged (see de¬ 
scription below), and biological data would 
be collected. The animal would then be re¬ 
leased at the point of capture. The animals 
will be restrained on a form-covered board 
with net straps, kept wet, and covered with 
sheets Manatees with sonic or radio tags will 
be tracked for as long as is feasible. All at¬ 
tempts will be made to avoid close approach 
thus preventing unnecessary harassment 
during tracking. Sonic and radio devices will 
detach after they cease to function. 

Tag Methods: (1) Up to 75 with freeze 
brands: Utilize super cooled ( — 70° C) cop¬ 
per brands applied directly to the skin. The 
cold temperatures destroy skin pigmentation, 
thus leaving a highly visible mark without 
extensive tissue destruction. Freeze brands 
were developed as an alternative to hot 
brands for cattle, etc., because they reduce 
the danger of brand-induced infections and 
do not damage the epidermis. This technique 
has been proven successful on wild manatees 
captured in Brevard County, Fla., by this 
laboratory. 

(2) Up to 250 dart-type spaghetti tags: 
This type of tag can be applied with the lance 
which imbeds a small metal head under the 
skin and leaves a flexible visible portion 
trailing free. These tags are numbered to pro¬ 
vide tag identity. They have also been suc¬ 
cessfully used on wild manatees on the east 
and west coasts of Florida. 

(3) Up to 30 with sonic tags and up to 10 
others with radio transmitters: The trans¬ 
mitters will generally be commercially avail¬ 
able models originally designed for other 
smaller aquatic animals, such as fish Small 
fish tags (^15 mm x 6.4 cm; c* 12 g wt) have 
life expectancies of 2-4 weeks and will either 
be attached to spaghetti tags or Inserted in 
the manatee's stomach (for body tempera¬ 
ture data) using previously developed tech¬ 
niques. Larger tags with longer life expectan¬ 
cies will be strapped to the body using equip¬ 
ment and techniques developed on captives 
under PRT 9-25-0 

Exact tag placement cannot be specified 
at this time. The medical feasibility of tags 
attached with stitches is now being explored 
on captives (Permit PRT 9-25-C). Stitched- 
on tags or straps held in place with stitches

offer attractive possibilities, but problems of 
potential infection due to the punctures 
must be considered. It Is possible that the 
dense, poorly vascularized dermal tissue 
might provide a suitable tag anchor without 
inducing Infection, in which case a radio tag 
might be mounted behind the skull so that 
the antenna could break the surface and 
transmit during respirations. Stitch-on tags 
will not be utilized on a wild manatee with¬ 
out the advice of the consulting veterinarian, 
and attempts will be made to recapture the 
first manatee tagged in this way to assess 
any damage caused by the stitches. 

Unless stitching procedures prove fea¬ 
sible for tag attachment, radio tags will be 
used only in fresh water areas such as the 
St. Johns, Suwannee, and Crystal Rivers 
where RF transmission through the water 
is possible. Sonic tags may be utilized in all 
areas. 

Sonic and radio tags will detach after their 
transmissions cease (e.g. catgut stitching or 
attachment to a spaghetti tag will dissolve). 

We have authorization (PRT 9-25-C) to 
sonic tag nine other manatees (of 10 origi¬ 
nally permitted) with dart tags. We antici¬ 
pate placing 3-6 more sonic-dart tags during 
the period between the date of this applica¬ 
tion and the “desired Permit effective date". 
Present plans call for the placement of at 
least 3-6 more during the period of 1 De¬ 
cember 1977-1 March 1978. 

(4) Up to 75 with paint tags: A wax based 
product called “Paintstlk" has proven vis¬ 
ible for over two weeks on captives. The con¬ 
sistency is that of a child’s crayon and 
••Paintstlk" are commonly utilized to mark 
live stock. We would mark all animals cap¬ 
tured. The various colored Paintstlks would 
facilitate aerial observations and would ef¬ 
fectively substitute for the freeze brands 
which do not become visible for 5-10 days. 

Non-Captive Tagging: Non-captive tagging 
would primarily utilize spaghetti tags ap¬ 
plied with a lance or crossbow although 
“Paintstlk" might also be used If underwater 
application by a diver was feasible (some 
manatees appear to enjoy human contact— 
those that do not rarely allow a diver to ap¬ 
proach and will not be harassed). Small 
calves will not be dart tagged and their cap¬ 
ture will be avoided whenever possible.

The applicant requests a permit to author¬ 
ize an unlimited number of transactions 
through Interstate Commerce over a period 
of two years for the six species of pheasants 
listed above, with the permit being subject to 
renewal according to section 13.24. 


The applicant also seeks authorization to 
sell Brown Eared pheasants (Crossoptilon 
mantichuricum) and Edwards pheasants 
(Lophura edwardsl) reared on the place in 
1977. 

(2) A diagram and photographs have been 
attached as requested of existing avaries and 
avaries now under construction. The avaries 
to house the above pheasants vary in size 
from 288 Sq. feet to 578 sq. ft. each. All 
avaries are 6*4 feet In height, each equipped 
with a 4 feet x 6 feet roofed shelter (as shown 
In photo). Each also contains a high perch 
with a 6 feet x 6 feet Covered roof. Each 
Avary is landscaped with non-toxic ever¬ 
greens and deciduous shrubs and trees. All 
Avaries constructed of redwood, cedar, 
treated pine and heavy 1 Inch galvanized 
wire. The floors are slightly elevated above 
ground level, with 8 inches course creek 
gravel and topped with 4 Inches creek sand 
for proper drainage. AU avaries are under¬ 
pinned with heavy 1 inch wire to prevent 
loss from predators. No loss from predators. 
For birds requiring winter protection, avail¬ 
able Is a 12' x 20' tropical house, Permanent 
construction, equipped with thermostatically 
controlled heat. Attached to this house are 
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12' x 24' and 24' x 24' avaries (as shown in 
diagram and photo.) 

(3) Thirteen years experience breeding and 
rating pheasants. The applicant has held 
and bred over 60 varieties of pheasants and 
other rare birds, with success in all. At 
present maintains 16 varieties of pheasants, 
In udlng the rare Malayan Crested Fireback 
pheasant. Bornean Crested Fireback pheas¬ 
ant. Grey Peacoch pheasant, Germain's Pea¬ 
cock pheasants, Satyr Tragopan pheasant, 
Edwards pheasant, Elliotts pheasant and 
Brown Eared Pheasant. In 1977 the applicant 
su essfully bred and raised all the above 
species capable of reproduction, including 16 
Edvards. 10 Brown eared, and 7 Satyr trago- 
pans. 

(4) The applicant is willing to cooperate 
with any and all serious breeding programs. 
Thr applicant is also willing to cooperate 
in the establishment of a stud book for the 
eiioi.r.gered pheasants. Breeding records are 
kept on all pheasants bred and raised. 

(5) Pheasants to be transported will be 
individually crated in light weight wooden 
crates with foam padded covers and car¬ 
peted floors. Crates measuring approximately 
24 x 12" x 18". Water and feed always 
provided. All pheasants will be shipped by 
Air from Tulsa Int. Airport. Tulsa, Okla¬ 
homa. on direct flights, and will be crated 
not more than a few hours. 

(6) As of this date . only one mortality 
has resulted in either of the Endangered 
Species kept by the applicant: This was a 
brown cared pheasant female. The bird was 
taken to the Arkansas State Diagnostic Lab. 
It was diagnosed as non-specific interitus 
(non-contagious). Prevention: All plants and 
coll was removed from aviaries and new soil 
and plants replaced. A program of VET- 
STREP (Streptomycin Sulfate) twice yearly 
as precautionary measures. This was recom¬ 
mended by the Arkansas State Diagnostic 
Lab. RESULT: No re-occurrence in past four 
years. 

(7) The applicant is making this applica¬ 
tion t< obtain authorization to engage in 
Interstate Commerce with the six pheasants 
listed in No. (1). This will make it possible 
for the applicant to dispose of progency raised 
each year to other qualified breeders, and 
therefore recover costs invested in the above 
species. This would also tend to increase 
the Captive Self-Sustaining population of 
thc=r .species and thus better the chances 
of future reintroduotion of these species into 
their natural habitat. 

Upon termination of my breeding program, 
all birds covered by the permit, as well as 
those that are not, will be placed in the 
hands of capable and qualified breeders of 
those species concerned. 

It is the opinion of the applicant that 
the Elliott pheasant should be added to this 
list of C.S.SP. since the pheasant seems to 
be in great number in captivity and an easy 
pheasant to breed and raise. 

In summary, I would like to add that 
this permit is very important to me. to en¬ 
able me to carry on with a program started 
many years ago. The primary purpose is to 
preserve from extinction some or our most 
beautiful and rare pheasants. 

Our place is layed out in a park-like man¬ 
ner, with many varieties of blooming trees, 
fihiubs and evergreens. The pheasants are 
bred and raised under the best possible con¬ 
ditions. There are 10 acres here and located 
in a rather secluded area. Proper shade and 
privacy is provided for the pheasants. Avail¬ 
able is a permanent game keeper with the 
highest of qualifications, so the birds have 
protection and care 24 hours per day. Fresh 
leed and water is provided dally, with all 
containers cleaned and sterilized regularly. 
Ail aviaries cleaned once each week. The 
piac** is fenced and crossed fenced for max¬ 


imum security. The breeding area is walled 
and only the game keeper or myself permit¬ 
ted in the immediate breeding and raising 
area. The public is restricted and only serious 
breeders and propagators in vicinity where 
bird3 are raised.

(2) A complete description, including pho¬ 
tographs or diagrams of the area and facili¬ 
ties where such wildlife will be housed and 
cared for: 

The Siberian tiger exhibit is a four acre 
forested enclosure with water pool and rock- 
work. The perimeter chain-link fence is 16 
feet high with a 4 foot inward bevel at the 
top. Dead log material is provided for 
scratching and marking. To facilitate breed¬ 
ing. 11 off-exhibit runs with dens are pro¬ 
vided. Throughout the zoo there are coaxial 
cables for use in telemetry systems with tele¬ 
vision cameras and monitors placed for op¬ 
timal viewing. The veterinary support physi¬ 
cal facilities include four animal quarantine 
areas, a necropsy room and histology lab. a 
clinical pathology laboratory, a water qual¬ 
ity control laboratory, surgical prep with 
radiographic room, large surgical facility, and 
pharmacy. Also, there is a medical supply in¬ 
sulated van with a hydraulic trailer used in 
transporting a radiographic machine used 
for large animal species (see attached sheets 
for diagrams of area). 

The spotted leopard enclosure is located 
in the 1.5 acre environmentally controlled 
Oriental Exhibit. This enclosure is found 
within the tropical rain forest which con¬ 
sists of 500 plants species layered from 
ground cover to major canopy trees of 30 
feet. The leopard enclosure is nearly trian¬ 


gular. 27' x 23' feet. 35 feet tall covered with 
a 2" x 8". 4 gauge wire mesh. Hock work and 
an artificial tree provide exercise areas and 
resting spots in a naturalistic habitat. There 
are six off-exhibit holding areas adjacent to 
the public area (see attached sheets for dia¬ 
grams of area). 

The pheasants can be housed In the 1.5 
acre environmentally controlled Oriental Ex¬ 
hibit. There are three separate avHries with¬ 
in the tropical rain forest besides free roam¬ 
ing flight space within the 1.5 acres. The two 
largest aviaries designated for larger ground 
birds have 2,000 and 7.000 square feet. There 
is also off exhibit holding space and a com¬ 
plete incubator, brooding facility. The 
pheasants will be maintained in naturalistic 
habitat including Jungle (500 plant species), 
streams, and ponds (see attached sheets for 
diagrams of area). 

(4) A statement of the applicant's will¬ 
ingness to participate in a cooperative breed¬ 
ing program, and to maintain or contribute 
data on a studbook: 

The Minnesota Zoological Garden provides 
space, furnishings, expertise, and partial sal¬ 
ary support to the International Species In¬ 
ventory System (ISIS) of the American 
Association of Zoological Parks and Aquari¬ 
ums (AAZPA). The Minnesota Zoo will be 
an active participant in all phases of ISIS, 
including census, inventory, physiological 
norms, studbook pedigree analysis, and dem¬ 
ographic analysis. The Minnesota Zoo will 
participate in all available studbooks and 
cooperative breeding programs in regard to 
those endangered and rare species housed at 
the Minnesota Zoo. 

(5) A detailed description of the type, size, 
and construction of all containers into such 
wildlife will be placed during transportation 
for temporary storage, if any, and of the ar¬ 
rangements for feeding, watering and other¬ 
wise caring for such wildlife during that 
period. 

The containers used will meet or exceed 
all I AT A standards. The animals will be 
flown from point of origin along the fastest 
and most direct route possible to the Min- 
neapolls/St. Paul International Airport. Pro¬ 
visions will be made to feed and water the 
animals before crating them and upon arri¬ 
val at their destination.

Dear sir: The San Diego Zoological Gar¬ 
den and the San Diego Wild Animal Park, 
both operated by the Zoological Society of 
San Diego, request an endangered species 
permit to Import two male and two female 
Indian lions, Panthera leo persica from the 
East Berlin Zoo. 

1. Common and scientific names of the 
species or subspecies, number, age, and sex 
of the wildlife to be covered in the permit. 

The animals to be imported are two male 
and two female Indian lions, Panthera leo 
persica. Birth date for the two males is Feb¬ 
ruary 23, 1977, and for the two females it 
is May 31, 1977. 

2. Copy of the contract or other agree¬ 
ment under which such wildlife is to be im¬ 
ported, showing the country of origin, name 
and address of the seller or consignor, date 
of the contract, number and weight (if 
available), and description of the wildlife. 

Enclosed is a copy of the Certificate of 
origin signed by Prof. Dr. H. Dathe. Di¬ 


rector of the East Berlin Zoo and Dipl.-Biol. 
W. Grummt, Prof. Dathe’s Scientific Au¬ 
thority at the East Berlin Zoo. 

3. A full statement of justification for the 
permit including details of the project or 
other plans for utilization of the wildlife in 
relation to a zoological, educational, scien¬ 
tific, or propagatlonal purpose as appro¬ 
priate and the planned disposition of the 
wildlife upon termination of the project. 

The San Diego Zoo and Wild Animal Park 
are deeply concerned with the conservation 
of wildlife, particularly those types desig¬ 
nated as threatened or endangered. Our 
activities reflect that commitment. Our 
mammalian breeding record is increasing 
yearly as well as our success with various 
groups (i.e. ungulates, primates, felines, 
marsupials). We are constantly learning, 
and ways to improve our husbandry tech¬ 
niques are being periodically reviewed. We 
learn by first-hand experience and by shar¬ 
ing information with colleagues. Previous 
endangered species permits have docu¬ 
mented our commitment to wildlife and de¬ 
tailed our expertise with various wildlife 
types. 

These Indian lions will be used in a breed¬ 
ing program. We have had considerable ex¬ 
perience in breeding the African lion as well 


as other large cats. When surplus animals 
are available through our captive reproduc¬ 
tion program we make them available to 
other qualified zoological Institutions to in¬ 
sure that additional breeding groups are es¬ 
tablished. Breeding loans and exchanges are 
used to allow breeding of unrelated animals 
when possible and Insure a diverse captive 
gene pool. We are fortunate in having two 
San Diego locations for the propagation and 
exhibition of wildlife: The San Diego Zoo 
and the San Diego Wild Animal Park. It is 
our Intent to initially maintain these ani¬ 
mals at the San Diego Zoo site with subse¬ 
quent surplus progency transferred to the 
Wild Animal Park. Additional offspring pro¬ 
duced would be dispersed to other qualified 
facilities interested in similar objectives and 
with similar programs. Our willingness to 
share data is reflected in the publications of 
the professional staff and in our participa¬ 
tion with AAZPA’s International Species In¬ 
ventory System. 

4. A description and the address of the 
institution or other facility where the wild¬ 
life will be used or maintained. 

The Indian lions will be held at the San 
Diego Zoo. This institution is owned by the 
City of San Diego but is managed and op¬ 
erated by a California non-profit corpora¬ 
tion known as the Zoological Society of San 
Diego. The postal address is: San Diego Zoo, 
Box 551, San Diego. Calif. 92112. 

5. A statement that at the time or appli¬ 
cation the wildlife to be Imported is still in 
the wild, was born in captivity or has been 
removed from the wild. 

The Indian lions to be imported were born 
in captivity in the East Berlin Zoo and are 
presently located in that zoo. 

6. A r6sum6 of the applicant's attempts to 
obtain the wildlife to be imported from 
sources which would not cause the death or 
removal of additional animals from the wild. 

These animals were born in captivity, thus 
they will not be a drain on the wild popula¬ 
tion of Indian lions. 

(v) For the five years preceding the date 
of this application provide a detailed descrip¬ 
tion of all mortalities involving the species 
covered in the application and held by the 
applicant, If any (or any other wildlife of 
tho same genus or family held by the appli¬ 
cant) , including the causes of such mortality 
and the steps taken to avoid or decrease such 
mortalities. 

During the preceding five years there were 
five mortalities. In addition there were two 
stillbirths. All deaths occurred via euthan¬ 
asia: two for mycotic dermatitus and three 
for being surplus animals with no acceptable 
institution to be sent to. All surplus animals 
are sent to qualified zoo3 if needed. African 
lions breed so well in captivity (during the 
preceding five years five lions were born 
here) that most zoos have no need for ad¬ 
ditional specimens. In fact, most zoos have 
stopped breeding this common (in captivity) 
feline. We vasectomized our males and 
stopped our lion production with the last 
litter in 1974. We were fortunate in finding 
homes for most of our surplus lions in other 
zoos. The animals we eventually euthanized 
had been offered gratis to any qualified zoo 
for over a year before their deaths. Details 
on all mortalities are attached. 

Weekly animal health meetings are at¬ 
tended by the curatorial, veterinary, research, 
and pathology staffs to discuss mortalities 
and health problems. Each mortality is re¬ 
viewed to determine what steps could be 
taken to prevent future mortalities. Recently 
we have built a major new hosiptal facility 
and have increased our professional staffs to 
provide better care for our animals. 

(1) A complete description. Including 
photographs or diagrams of the area and 
facilities in which the wildlife will be housed. 
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Self-explanatory diagrams are enclosed. 
The animals may be maintained In one of 
several enclosures: diagrams of all these en¬ 
closures are therefore submitted. All have 
proved successful in the propagation of large 
cats. 

(11) A brief r£sum6 of the technical exper¬ 
tise available. Including any experience the 
applicant or his personnel may have had In 
propagating the species or closely related 
species to be Imported. 

See attached. 

(Ill) A statement of the applicant’s willing¬ 
ness to participate In a cooperative breeding 
program, and to maintain or contribute data 
to a studbook. 

The San Diego Zoo will be willing to co¬ 
operate In breeding programs established for 
this subspecies and would be willing to con¬ 
tribute data to the studbook for the Indian 
lion. We currently contribute to existing 
studbooks related to those species held by 
the San Diego Zoological Garden. 

(lv) A detailed description of the type, sire 
and construction of the container: Arrange¬ 
ments for feeding, watering, and otherwise 
caring for the wildlife In transit; and the ar¬ 
rangements for caring for the wildlife on 
lmDortation into the United States. 

The Indian lions will be transported from 
Berlin to Los Angeles via Amsterdam. Trans¬ 
portation from the Los Angeles International 
Airport to the San Diego Zoo will be made by 
zoo truck driven by an experienced zoo 
keeper/driver. The anticipated travel time 
Is not In excess of one day; the animals will 
not require food but will be provided water In 
transit. The animals will be crated according 
to IATA Live Animal Regulations as stated 
In Prof. Bathe’s certificate. The crates will 
have watering facilities built In. The East 
Berlin Zoo is a large, professionally staffed 
and operated government zoological Institu¬ 
tion and experienced In International ship¬ 
ments. At Los Angeles the lions will be met 
by our custom house brokers. James G. WUey 
Company. This company is experienced with 
such animal transactions and has acted as 
our broker for many years. The San Diego 
Zoological Garden Is a licensed zoological 
garden by the USDA. license No. 93-040.

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Item No. 2: Facilities 

The ornamental pheasants In our collec¬ 
tion are housed In various sized pens, ac¬ 
cording to the requirements of the species 
of pheasants. Brown Earred Manchurians 
and Impeyans have larger pen facilities, 
while Goldens, Amhersts, Ghlgls use smaller 
pens. Ail of our breeders are provided facili¬ 
ties that have an Inside run as well as an 
outside run, as shown in the enclosed dia¬ 
grams. Young birds are housed in larger out¬ 
side holding pens with appropriate shelter 
and feeding/watering facilities. 

Most of our pens are constructed of 1", 
12 guage welded wire, with 1 inch, 20 guage 
poultry netting on top. Wire Is extended 6 
inches into the ground, and out about 12" 
from the pens to discourage predators. One 
large holding pen with 2" netting on top 
has an electric wire around the perimeter 
of the pen at the top of the sides, as well 
as at the bottom. In our years of raising 
ornamental pheasants we have never lost a 
bird to predators because of this method of 
pen construction. 

Many of our pens have movable dividers 
so they can be adjusted to various sizes. The 
enclosed diagrams will show location and 
size of the pens that have been successfully 
used over the years. 

Item No. 3: Expertise of Applicant Who

8. Have provided breeding stock for the 
start of many pheasant and waterfowl col¬ 
lections, and for expansion and supplementa¬ 
tion of other collections.

Item No 5: Transportation or Temporary 
Storage 

Container Size: Varies with the size of 
birds to be shipped. The following sizes have 
been used in transporting our pheasants: 
15" x15" x 24"; 15" x 24" x 36"; 18" x 24" 
x 30". Careful attention is given to the par¬ 
ticular needs of the pheasants being trans¬ 
ported so that adequate room is allowed. 

Container type: Light crates of the type 
used in fruit and vegetable storage, and 
shipment. Material is of thin wood slatting. 
Crates are durable yet lightweight. Slats 
are spaced to provide ventilation. 

Construction: Boxes are assembled with 
nails, heavy duty staples and wire binding. 
Padded tops are provided to prevent injury 
to nervous birds. Crates are marked: Live 
Birds Inside !! 

Care During Shipment: Crates are provided 
with water containers that can be filled 
from the top. also feed containers. Slices 
of apple are placed in crates to provide addi¬ 
tional food and moisture. 

Miscellaneous: A litter of wood shaving, 
leaves, hay or straw is provided for sanita¬ 
tion In the crates. 

Item No. 6 : Mortalities During Past 5 Years 
Involving This or Similar Species 

The following is a summary of losses of 
birds on the CSSP list or similar species: 

Brown-Earred Pheasant: No losses; 

Blue-Earred Pheasant: No losses; 

Hume’s Bar-Tailed: Loss of a cock from 
frost bite; 

Elliot’s: Loss of a young hen from unde¬ 
termined causes; 

Swinhoe’s: No losses. 

Sanitary facilities are maintained, and a 
nutritious, balanced program of feeding is 
followed, consequently our losses are very 
limited. Pens are constructed in a manner 
to be basically predator proof. 

An occasional loss from weather conditions 
1s beyond our control, as Minnesota winters 
can be quite severe. However, our pens have 
inside runs with ample straw or hay covering 
on the floors, so this has not been a severe 
problem. 

Item No. 7: Justification for Permit 

My ornamental pheasant and waterfowl 
collection is maintained primarily as a hobby, 
with surplus stock sold each year to offset 
part of the expense and to increase my 


collection. My building site consists of five 
acres. Adjacent to the building site I have 
another 25 acres which will allow amply for 
further expansion. 

In 2% years I plan on devoting almost all 
my time to the propagation of ornamental 
pheasants and wild waterfowl, with particu¬ 
lar emphasis on rare and endangered species. 
In this way I feel I can make a contribution 
to the perpetuation of endangered species. 
To enable an interstate exchange of birds 
to introduce new bloodline a CSSP permit 
then becomes essential. 

I do not plan to dispose of my collection 
during my lifetime, but eventually my collec¬ 
tion would probably be taken over by a 
daughter who plans on becoming a veter¬ 
inarian. or would be dispersed to other re¬ 
sponsible collectors.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
Section 202(a) provides that effective 
July 1. 1975, Federal agencies are pro¬ 
hibited from providing financial assist¬ 
ance or making loans for acquisition or 
construction purposes in areas which (a) 
have been designated by the Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Development as Spe¬ 
cial Flood Hazard Areas for at least one 
year; and <b> are in communities which 
are not participating in the National 
Flood Insurance Program (42 U.S.C. 
4001-4128). Special Flood Hazard Areas 
are designated as Zones A or V on Fed¬ 
eral Insurance Administration Flood 
Hazard Boundary Maps (FHBM's) or 
Flood Insurance Rate Maps (FIRM’S) 
and may have a numbered suffix indi¬ 
cating the flood hazard zones, for exam¬ 
ple Al-99 to Vl-30. 


Each of the communities listed below 
received notice of its designation as flood- 
prone prior to April 1. 1977, and legal 
notice was furnished of such designation 
by publication under Part 1915 of Title 
24 of the Code of Federal Regulations in 
the Federal Register. These communi¬ 
ties have failed to provide the Federal 
Insurance Administrator with sufficient 
technical or scientific data to rebut their 
designation as flood prone nor have they 
as yet qualified for participation in the 
National Flood Insurance Program. Thus, 
the sanctions of Section 202(a) apply as 
of July 1, 1975, or one year after a com¬ 
munity’s identification, whichever is 
later, until the community participates 
in the program. 

In order to continue Federal financial 
assistance or lending for insurable struc¬ 
tures in its Special Flood Hazard Area, a 
community must apply for and be made 
eligible for participation in the program 
in accordance with 24 CFR (Parts 1909 
to 1925). Communities on this list may 
be made eligible to participate in the pro¬ 
gram after the date of publication of 
this list. Such eligibility will be published 
periodically in the Federal Register un¬ 
der 24 CFR § 1914.6 List of eligible com¬ 
munities.
